WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE. 


United States Ship Will Prevent Any 
Troops Being Landed at Buena 
Ventura If Colombia Should 
Make Attempt. 


PANAMA, Nov. 10.—The provisional Gov- 
ernment has received telegram from 
President Marroquin of the Republic of Co- 
lombia giving assurances that the Panama 
Canal bill would most certainly pass Con- 
gress next August, and saying that Gen. 
Reyes was on his way to the Isthmus to 
make proposals looking to peace and the 
preservation of the National honor.

Reyes a letter, which will 
his arrival at Savanilla, advising him that 
it is useless for him to come to Panama, 
as his mission is hopeless. 

The steam launch sent to Bocas del Toro 
Thursday last to capture that place in the 
name of the new Republic of Panama has 
returned to Colon, and the officers report 
that the place was captured and the flag 
hoisted without a shot being fired. No dit- 
ficulties whatever were encountered. 

The majority of the officials of Bocas del 
Toro are natives of Panama and express 
themselves as rejoiced at the course affairs 
had taken on the Isthmus. The people of 
the town were jubilant at the news and 
only a few persons were found to be dis- 
satisfied with the situation. These latter 
were taken to Colon, but not as prisoners. 
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COLOMBIA CENSORS CABLES. 


Washington Has Had No Bogota News 
in Two Days and Trial Dispatch 
Will Be Sent. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—There seems to 
be a singular want of information at all 
points to-night on the Isthmus situation. 
Mr. Hay has had no advices from Mr. 
Beaupre at Bogota for two days, and is 
beginning to be suspicious as to the con- 
ditions which prevent communication. 

It is known that the Colombian Govern- 
ment has established a.cable censorship at 
Buena Ventura, where the Pacific Cable 
Company's two cables are landed. The 
censorship there commands not only the 
cable which goes to Panama, but also that 
which goes past Panama and on up the 
eoast~ ef Mexico. Dr. Herran, the Co- 
lombian Chargé, has as little information 
from his Government as the State Depart- 
ment. He has had no dispatches for sey- 
eral days. His instructions are at this 
time a week or more old, and manifestly 
do not apply to the constantly shifting 
conditions of the situation. 

It is believed that the protest of Colombia 
which was iaid before the State Depart- 
ment was prompted more by the general 
tenor of advices from the Colombian Gov- 
ernment than by distinct instructions. 

What is going on below the Isthmus It is 
difficult to imagine. It seems clear that 
the Colombian Government does not pro- 
pose to lie down supinely under the aiti- 
tude of this Government toward her troops 
on the Isthmus, and the move to patrol 
the Magdalena Delta to prevent the de- 
parture of Colombian troops destined for 
the Isthmus. 

It is doubted here that the Colombian 
Government_has held up diplomatic dis- 
patches which are always in cipher and 


privileged. To-night the State Department 
sent Mr. Beaupre a trial dispatch to see if 
communication can be established and to 
determine how long it may take to reach 
the American Minister with an official dis- 
patch. - 

In a dispatch received a few days ago at 
the State Department from Minister Beau- 
pre he announced that he had decided to 
refrain from taking advantage of his leave 
of absence. which was immedfately avail- 
able, until March. No explanation is offered 
for the change in Mr. Beaupre’s plans, but 
it is surmised that he foresaw the ap- 
nmol revoluticn and desired to be at 
nis post when the separation came. No 
apprehension is felt for the Minister's per- 
sonal safety at Bogota, though it is realized 
that his lot may be an unpleasant one. 

Chairman Hitt of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the House said to-day that he 
introduced his resolution calling on the 
President for all papers relating to the 
Panama revolution because he knew that 
the Democrats would do jt if he did not. 
Before he introduced it he saw Secretary 
Hay, laid the political conditions in the 
House before him, and obtained his con. 
sent to introduce the resolution. 

Mr. Hitt says that the papers will make a 
volume when they are printed. They will 
include all communications of every kind 
before and during the revolution, the corre- 
spondence with American Consuls and with 
Minister Beaupre as well as the rest. 

But, Mr. Hitt said, they would not include 
the correspondence with the agents of the 
Panama Canal Company. 

It is likely that when the Democrats learn 
this they will introduce a resolution calling 
upon the President for all correspondence 
with the agents of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany. It will not, of course, stand any ' 
chance of passage. The Hitt resolution. 
already passed, 1s the only one that can get 
through this House. 

At present the Democrats have not de- 
eided upon their next move. They are await- 
ing developments and may not take anv ac- 
tion until they have had a chance to read 
the papers that will be sent in response to 
the Hitt resolution and make up their minds : 
how much has been left out. 

There will. of course, be Democratic 
speeches in denunciation of the President's 
course in Panama, provided time can be ob- 
tained in which to deliver them. Last week 
Speaker Cannon nursed a project for push- 
ing the Reciprocity bill through in a hurry. 
getting it passed in a_week or ten days, and 
then adjourning the House three days at a 
time until the Senate acts. This programme 
would shut off a vast amount of /speech- 
making. which is the Speaker’s aim. He 
thinks the Republicans have nothing to 
gain by speeches, while the Democrats could 
make a lot of campaign material thereby.

FRANCE RECOGNIZES PANAMA. 


Consul Instructed Substantially the 


Same as the Representative 
of Washington. 

PARIS, Nov. 10.—The French Government 
has recognized the de facto Government «f 
the Republic of Panama. Instructions for- 
warded by Foreign Minister Delcasse to | 
the French Consul at Panama authorize ; 
him to have relations with the new Gov- 
vernment. The instructions are substan- 
tially the same as those sent from Wash- 
ington to the United States Consul at 
Panama. 

M. Delcasse’s instructions followed the 
receipt of ample assurances of the purpose | 
of the new régime to carry ‘out the obli- | 
gations of Colombia concerning the canal

The reports of the Consul 
show that the new conditions are apparent- 
ly stable, with the separatists maintaining 
order and exercising undisputed authority, 
France carries out the 
purposes which M. Delcasse had through- 
out, namely, to leave the United States 
untrammeled, and to act, as far as possi- 
ble, in sympathetic accord with the Amer- 
ican Government. f ‘ 

According to the strict requirements of 
the protocol governing the recognition of a 
new sovereignty a formal letter must be 
addressed by the new Government to 
France and the other powers, notifying 
them that it is completely established. The 
official response to this letter will con- 
stitute a formal recognition of the latter, 
The formalities may be carried on by mall 
later, but the instructions to the Consul 
are considered as establishing the position 
of the French Government as being similar 
to that of the Government of the United 
States.

WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE. 


Cabinet Members and Senator Hanna 
Talk Over the Situation 
at Panama. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—An 
conference concerning the Panama 
tion was held at the White House 
just prior to the formal meeting of the Cab- 
inet. The participants in the conference 
were President Roosevelt, Senator Hanna, 
and members cf the Cabinet. 

The decision reached, if any, was not dis- 
closed. It is understood, however, that the 
discussion was purely informal and not in-

Shortly before 11 o’clock—the hour of the 
raeeting of the Cabinet—Senator Hanna ar- 
rived at the Executive offices, accompanied 
by W. J. Curtis, a member of the law firm 
of Sullivan & Cromwell of New York, at- 
torneys in this country for the new Pan- 
ama Canal Company. They were admitted 
to the President's private office at once. 

Mr. Curtis remained only a few minutes 
He said he merely paid his respects to the 
President. Senator Hanna remained with 
the President more than half an hour. Long 
after the members of the Cabinet had as- 
sembled he and the President continucd to 
talk, several of the Cabinet officers joing 
in the conversation, 

As Senator Hanna left the White House 
he chatted frankly. ‘‘ We talked of a va- 
riety of topics,’ said the Senator, * among 
them the Panama situation. That is not a 
political question—not even a technical one. 
The people of this country want an Isth- 
mian canal built, and they want it built by 
the Panama route. They have accepted the 
Panama route, and they propose to stand 
by the President in the matter of con- 
structing the canal by that route.” 

Senator Hanna was asked whether in his 
opinion it would be necessary to enact new 
legislation to provide for negotiations be- 
tween the United States and the Republic |

He replied that that was a question for a | 
lawyer.

TO STOP COLOMBIAN TROOPS. 


The Boston Will Guard Buena Ventura 
Against Attack from the Sea. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Upon the 
ecipt of a report by the State Department 
that several British vessels were to be 
chartered by the Colombian Government 
to take troops from Buena Ventura to the 
Isthmus, the Navy Department to-day or- 
dered the Boston to proceed off Buena 
Ventura, and in the event that the troops 
start for the Isthmus their commanders 
will be informed that they cannot land. 

The ipstructions cabled the commanding 
officer of the Boston to-day were quite 
specific, and thus constitute a modification 
of the more general instructions previously 
sent him, The -purpose in sending the 
specific instructions was to prevent the 
Commander of the Boston from going to 
the limit his general instructions might 
have warranted. It is the desire of the 
Aaministration to do nothing that may be 
censiderea an act of hostility to Colombia.

SENATE CAUCUSES HELD 


Democrats Unwilling to Follow | 
Morgan on Canal Issue. 


Want an Isthmian Canal and Will Favor 
Panama Route If They Must—Hanna 
to be Chairman of Canal 


Committee.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Both the Re- 
publican and the Democratic Senators held 
caucuses this afternoon after the ten- 
minute session of the Senate, in which no 
business was done beyond the reading of 
the President’s message on Cuban recl- 
procity. The Democrats. met in Senator 
Gorman's room and were occupied with ar- 
ranging among themselves their various 
committee preferences. 

There are fifty-four vacancies on the 
various committees to which Democratic 
Senators must be assigned. Some time was 
spent in iscussion of the policy which 
Senator Morgan wishes to have adopted by 
the minority in regard to the Panama em- 
broglio He urged that a prolonged and 
thorough fight be made on the President's 
attitude on canal. matters, and that the 
minority should thwart if possible the 
movement to establish the United States in 
possession of the Isthmus at Panama. It 
is understood that the Democratic Senators 
are not willing to go to the length that 
Mr. Morgan would kave them go. They are 
for a canal somewhere, and if it must be 
at Panama they will acquiesce in the iné 
evitable. They are ncne the less willing 
that the Administration should be criticised 
as much as possible for its alleged share in 
the wresting of the Isthmus from Colombia, 
and the minority will aid Senator Morgan ; 
in using all the time he may wish to speax 
the canal situation, and will vote to 
bring out all the documents and informa- 
tion possibl: to threw light on what has 
be2n done. 

The Republican caucus. was in 
about an hour.

Mr. Hanna is the general choice for 
Chairman because of his prominent and 
effective service for the canal. Senator 
Hawley is the ranking Republican member 
of the committee, but on account of ill- 
ness will not be able to attend the meetings 
of the Senate for some time. Senator Platt 
of New York ranks Senator Hanna also, 
but he does not wish to be Chairman. Sen- 
ator Hanna's interest in the canal began 
while President McKinley was alive, 
and grew out of his having the surveys 
made by Gen. Serrell for the San Blas 
route shown him. He took them up and 
succeeded in enlisting the sympathy of Mr. 
McKinley. : 

With this beginning the Ohio Senator 
made a thorough study of all the routes, 
and when the Walker Commission brought 
out its first report with the multiplied evi- 
dences of the feasibility of the Panama 
route, he at once became convinced that if 
the canal company would sell at a reason- 
able figure the United States would be jus- 
tified in investing the many millions’ re- 
quired to complete the work. He took 
charge of the interests of the Panama route 
before the Canal Committee when the ef- 
fort was being made to bring the French 
officials of the company down to practical 
basis of purchase, and he also took a lead- 
ing part in the debate in the Senate when 
the Spooner act was under consideration. 
His familiarity with all the details of the 
question commends him now for official 
leadership in canal legislation. 

Senator Morgan has expected that sooner 
or later the majority would wish to have 
the Chairmanship. At the close of the Fifty- 
sixth Congress he publicly expressed the 
belief that it would be wise for Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon to go to the head of the 
committee and that he should himself be 
relieved of the chairmanship. 

The caucus decided that the Rey. Mr. 
Prettyman, the present Chaplain of the 
Senate, should continue during the speciai 
session and then a new Chaplain should be 
chosen, as Mr. Prettyman has asked to be 
relieved at that time. Senator Allison was 
occupied during most of the afternoon in 
conferring with different Senators in re- 
gard to the committce changes. The Com- 
mittee on Committees will be announced to- 
morrow. It is expected that Senator Hale 
will be Chairman, succeeding Senator Platt 
of Connecticut. 


MAD RUSH FOR LAND.- 


Young Woman Gets Prize Claim in Red 
Lake Reservation.

CROOKSTON, Minn,, 
Legging protection from being crushed to 
death, and men and women both fainting 
and falling under the feet of greedy land 
hunters, were the scenes enacted in the Gov- 
ernment iand office here to-day at the for- 
mal opening of about 500,000 acres of land 
in the Red Lake Indian Reservation. 

It the biggcst crush for land ever 
known in the Northwest, and the number 
of entries was larger than on any previous 
day. ‘The prize claim fell to Miss Gustava 
B. Anderson from Minnéapolis, who got a 
quarter section of valuable agricultural land 
south of Red Lake, and about nine miies 
north of the Great Northern Railroad. 
There is not sufficient timber on the sec- 
tion for it to be ciassified as timber land, 
but enough to bring fully $8,000 when cut. 
The land with the timber is valued at $10,- 
OO to $12,000, but the young woman de- 
clares she weuld not undergo the experi- 
ence again for a claim worth twice the 
value. 

She was twice saved from fainting dy 
water. A friend of hers was carried 
out unconscious and lost his’ claim. 
Several persons were curried out of 
the crowd and scores of others backed out 
rather than squeeze through. Applicants 
came in with hats lost, coats tcrn off, 
and clothes wet with perspiration. One 
woman fainted and fell through the door 
as it opened, and it was several minutes pe- 
fore she could answer the necessary ques- 
tions.

RAILROAD SHOP ECONOMY. 


Baltimore and Ohio Employes Saffer 
Reduction,

BALTIMORE, Nov, 10.—The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad hgs reduced the working 
hours of the various car and locomotive 
shops to conform with a similar cut made 
in the maintenance of way force. This ‘s 
a reduction from a ten-hour day to a nine- 
hour day, similar to the reductions made 
by various other railroads in their work- 
ing forces. 

Instead of reducing the number of men 


employed it was thought better to retain 
all the men, and make a horizontal reduc- 
tion in the hours of work, which is also 
reflected in the pay. About 5,800 men cm- 
ployed in the locomotive department and 
2,100 men in the car department are in- 
cluded in the reduction.

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Shop Force May Be Reduced in field

OMAHA, Nov. 10.—Along with other plars 
for cutting expenses for the Winter comes 
the report that the Union Pacific will ma- 
terlally reduce the force in the shops along 
the line of the road. Shopmen say the re- 
cuctfan will not be the regular Winter's 
curtailment of help, but will be a cutting of 
the force to just one-half of the present 
number. ; - 

The reduction comes in line with the 
order of E, H. Harriman two weeks ago 
to cut wherever. possible. Almost one- 
third of the working force in the engineer- 
ing department of the road has been dis- 
charged within the last week.

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SHIP CAN SAVE HERSELF | 


Water in the Deutschland’s Holds 
Would Close Bulkhead Doors. 


Man on the Bridge Can Separate the 
Hold Into Water-Tight Compart- 


ments in Fifteen Seconds. 
eee tae 


A notable advance in ship construction 
is marked by the successful installation 
in the Deutschland of a series of water- 
tight doors between bulkheads, which are 
opened and closed either automatically or 
by hydraulic pressure controlled. from the 
bridge, and which when closed are said to 
render the ship practically unsinkable. ‘The 
seheme has already been tried on a small 
steam vessel, the Scotia, running between 
Holyhead and Scotia, in Great Britain, 
and. when put to the most severe tests 
has been found to work admirably. When 
the idea was at first presented to the of- 
ficials of the Hamburg-American Line they 
gave it a test by using one of the airtight 
doors on the Deutschland, which worked 
so well that they have had the entire :hip 
fitted with them, and it is said they will 
soon install them in the other vessels of 
the line. 

The working of the system is simple. 
Pressure is supplied to all of the vertical 
sliding doors by a main running the whole 
length of the ship, and which is in com- 
munication: with four steam hydraulic ac- 
cumulators which are of sufficient capacity 
when fully charged to supply a pressure » 
500 to 700 pounds per square inch. They 
can close the twenty-three bulkhead doors 
in from ten to fifteen seconds. 

The accumulators and the hydraulic pump 
which supplies them are all above the 
water mark, so that they would still be 
able to work if water got into the hold. A 
bronch of the pressure main rises to the 
bridge, and the pressure can there be 
turned by means of a distribution ox 
into either of two smaller pilot mains run- 
ning the whole length of the ship, one for 
operating a controlling valve at each door, 
to close the door, and the other to open it. 

Each door is fitted with a hydraulic con- 
trolling valve, to which are connected the 
main pressure pipe and the opening and 
closing pilot main. 

In addition to the attachment on the bridge 
for closing the doors two other means are 
provided for cases of emergency. Should 


an explosion occur in the engine room, 
and steam fill the compartment, by turn- 
ing down a lever which is connected with 
the controlling valve, the door of the com- 
uirtment will close and prevent the steam 
rom filling the whole ship. Or, should a 
leak start in any way in the hold of the 
ship, the doors will close as soon as the 
water rises two feet above the bilge keel. 
At that point are placed bilge floats, con- 
sisting of ordinary copper bulbs attached 
to one end of a lever, the other end of 
which is attached to the controlling valve 
by means of a wire rope. The water, rising 
in the hold, will cause the bulb to be 
raised, opening the valve at the other end, 
which starts the pressure through the 
valve and causes the door to slide down. 
The pressure fluid consists of three parts 
of water to one of glycerine, which pre- 
vents freezing and consequent bursting of 
pipes. in addition, it acts as a lubricant to 
bearing surfaces and also as a preserva- 
tive to leather, packings and joints. The 
temperature of the mains, which in many 
cases pass -~cross the top of. boilers, is 
kept down by constant circulation. 


A warning that the doors are to. be closed ° 


is given to the men who may be in the 
hold by means of a gong above each door, 
whichis worked from the bridge, and which 
has to be sounded: for twenty seconds be- 
fore the door can be closed. The warning 
is also necessary to allow the men in the 
stoke hole to get out of the way any coal 
which may be lying in the doorway, so that 
that door may not meet any obstruction. 

Should a man be caught in a compart- 
ment after the door is closed, by means of 
a handle at the side of the door he may 
reverse the hydraulic pressure and open 
the Goos, which again will close automat- 
ically. 

Before the new system was installed in 
the Deutschland all the closing of the bulk- 
head doors was done by hand. Oftentimes 
the apparatus would not work at all, anid 
when it was in good shape it took several 
minutes to close the doors. Several cases 
have been reported in which the ship be- 
came so full of water while the doors were 
being closed that she went down. 


The idea of the hydraulically closed bulk- | 


head door was worked up to its present 
state by George C. Ralston, the manager of 
J. Stone & Co., London. Since the loss of 
the British battleship Victoria, several 


years ago, he has been applying himself to ; 


it, and one year ago practically completed 
it. It has taken five months to instal] the 


system on the Deutschland, and on the day | 


when she last sailed from Cherbourg sey- 
eral members of the British Admiralty vis- 
ited her and after inspecting the system, 


said that they would recommend it for use ! 


in the British Navy. 

On the trip of the Deutschland which 
ended here on Sunday, the doors were 
closed from the bridge every time the ship 
ran into a fog. Twice each day also the 
doors were closed and opened to make sure 
that they were in perfect working order.

In the cases of Ella Beebe and Leah Van 
Linda of New York City, six Judges, Chief 
Judge Parker alone dissenting, sustain the 
judgmen: of the courts below. 
stantially declares the taking of more than 
6 per cent. interest upon such loans to be 
usury—a misdemeanor under the law. 

The majority affirmed without opinion, 
but Judge Parkeg files an extended dis- 
senting opinion in which he dilates upon 
the necessity’ of allowing a man without

CASH LEAVING NEW YORK. 


Heavy Shipments of Gold to Banks in | 
Western Cities. 
Saccial to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—The financial ar- 
ticle of The Chicago Tribune says: “ Through 
shipments of currency to the Wtst and 
through operations of the Sub-Treasury 
the New York banks are losing cash at the 
rate of over $1,000,000 a day. The Western 
demand is persistent. Chicago has been 
continually bringing cash this way for over | 
a week, 

“The New York banks are unable to buy | 
gold in Europe sufficient to meet the calls 
upon them for currency, and the situation 
presented is one that should suggest a 
great deal of conservatism for the banks. 

‘‘The surplus reserve of New York insti- 
tutions is -now $5,594,225. The unceasing 
demand for money points toward a speedy | 
exhaustion of this excess reserve, and the 
outlook is not so reassuring as it might be. 
The various troubles in Pittsburg, Balti- 


more, and St. Louls may. be regarded as 
both directly or {ndfrectly influencing these 
cash withdrawals. The shadow of the New 
York Clearing House certificate does not 
leave the mind of the Western banker, and 
as New York is the monetary centre of the 
country a withdrawal of cash in Chicago 
means a corresponding withdrawal in New 
York. 

“The country is now so large and the 
banks so numerous‘that even a strengthen- 
ing of reserves throughout the country 
means a heavy call upon New York."”’

“ Watching" Man Accused of Posing 
as “J. Ogden Goelet, Jr.” 


According to W. D. Sporborg, a lawyer of 
69 Wall Street, the private detectives who 
have been employed to ferret out the mys- 
tery of ‘“‘J. Ogden Goelet, Jr.,"’ are now 
watching James Abeel, the young Texan 
named a few days ago as the man who 
posed as a Goelet and paid court to Eleanor 
Anderson, telegraph operator in the Grand 
Hotel. Mr. Sporborg, whose firm, Stern & 
Sporborg, has been employed as counsel by 
Miss Anderson's father, said late last night 
that the sleuths knew exactly where Abeel 
was. 

“T can tell you,’’ added the lawyer, “ that 
Mr. Abeel is very near these parts.’’ 

As much secrecy as ever surrounds the 
ease. In the first place, nobody knows— 
or, if they know, they won't tell—whether 
any effort is to be made to bring Abeel to 
the front. There is mystery, too, fn regard 
to a certain check said to bear a face value 
of $100,000, and also said to have been given 
by ‘‘Goelet’’ to Miss Anderson and to be 
now in the possession of Mrs. Anderson, the 
mother. Acoording to Mr. Sporborg, there 
is such a check, and it is in Mrs. Ander- 
son’s keeping. Further, it is indorsed with 
the name “‘ George G. De Witt.” 

“Mr. De Witt, who is the Goelet’s law- 
ver,”’ explained Mr. Sporborg, ‘has denied 
that he ever indorsed such a check.” 

At Mr. De Witt’s home that gentleman 
declined even to be seen. It was said, how- 
ever, that he had nothing to say_and that 
the Goelet family, now that it was proved 
an ithposter had used its name in this love- 
making episode, also had nothing to say, 

Willam Anderson, the restaurant keeper 
of 745 Sixth Avenue, would not be inter- 
viewed any more about bis daughter's de- 
parted fiance.

THREE OVERCOME BY GAS. 





Two Workmen and a Policeman Re- 
vived by Oxygen Treatment. 


Escaping gas in the house of Dexter A. 
Hawkins, at 62 East Sixty-seventh Street, 
came near putting an end to the lives of 
three men yesterday. For two or three days 
past the odor of escaping gas had been 
increasing in the basement of the house, 
and yesterday the gas company was asked 
to investigate. 

James McCormick of 564 Eleventh Ave- 
nue and Andrew Garden of 308 Bergen 
Street, Brooklyn, answered the summons. 
While Garden remained outside the’ house, 
McCormick descended to the cellar, located 
the leak at a joint, and set to work to un- 
screw it. When he had done «this, he 
stuffed his handkerchief in the pipe and 
prepared to repair the joint. While so do- 
ing, the force of gas was probably in- 


creased from the gas house, for the hand- 
kerchief was blown out and a large volume 
of gas filled the space around McCormick. 
Stitled by the fumes he fell to the ground, 
but had sufficient strength left to scream 
before he fell unconscious, 

Garden, on the outside, heard his fellow- 
workman's cry and immediately descended 
the cellar. Stuffing his. handkerchief into 
his mouth he managed to drag McCormick's 
unconscious form out Into the street and 
across the way to the Hahnemann Hospi- 
tal, where McCormick was given oxygen 
treatment and revived. 

Garden remembered then the tools 
McCormick's coat, 
went to get them. 


I and 
left ‘in the cellar, and 
I He had evidently mis- 
éalculated the strength of the gas fumes, 
for before he could attain his object he 
also fell a victim to the stifling atmosphere 
and fell unconscious on the floor. No one 
had seen him go into the cellar, and he 
would probably have perished if the Hahne- 
mann Hospital people had not sent a report 
of the accident to McCormick to the Hast 
Sixty-seventh Street Station. 

In response to the report the hospital 
made, Patrolman John Sexton was sent to 
investigate. The Policeman, peering down 
into the gas-filled cellar, discovered Gar- 
den’s prostrate form and went to his rescue, 
Though very nearly overcome, he managed 
to drag Garden out, and again the doctors 
at the Hahnemann Hospital were called 
upon. Both Garden and Sexton were sub- 
jected to the oxygen treatment, and both 
were revived.

BATTLE AGAINST BOYCOTT! 


Work of Organization Which Has 
Suits Against Labor Leaders. 








Contention That the Boycott Is a Con- 
Spiracy in Restraint of Trade Is 
to be Tested. 





Suits now pending in State and United 
States Courts in Connecticut in connection 
with the Danbury boycott troubles, and ac- 
tions,commenced or about to be commenced 
along similar lines in other sections of the 
country, where iabor unions have called in 
the boycott as a weapon with which to en- 
force their demands, have brought just now 
to attention the development attained by 
the American Auti-Boycott Association, 
which, organized only in June of this year, 
has already tecome an important factor in 
the industrial world. 

The American Anti-Boycott Association 
secret as to the personnel of its mem- 
bership, but éntirly open in respect to 
its organization and methods, which was 
ferme’ as the result of a belief that the 
bokcott as a device of labor warfare was 
unjustifiable and illegal, and could be made 
the basis of action in State and National 
courts. The Anti-Boycott Association had 
no querre! with labor unions, nor did it uli. 
dertake to choose sidés on the issues in- 
volved in individual contests when the boy- 
cott Was not called into play. It was specif- 
ically determined by the business men who 
drew up the constitution that the associa- 
tion should not be the ally of the employer 
rather than the employed, and suits now in 
process seeking to recover damages for in- 
dividuals who have been kept from earning 
a livelihood by union boycotts have given 
practical demonstration of the purposes in 
this latter connection 

Bome eighteen months ago the movement 
started very quietly and with the express 
understanding that no definite steps should 
be taken until a membership of 100 was 
obtained. This number was reached last 
Summer, and with the formal organization 
~~ officers were chosen: General Execu- 
ti¥e Agent—Daniel Davenport of Bridge- 
port, Conn.; Chairman of the General Ex- 
ecutive Board—Charles H. Merritt of 
Danbury, Conn; Secretary—Charles Biggs 
of 13 Astor Place, New York. Ex-As- 
sistant United States attorney General 
James M. Beck of this city is gen- 
eral counsel for the association and A. C. 
Allen of Allen & Weseman of Chicago coun- 
sel in that city. It was provided that funds 
should be raised by a payment of one-tenth 
of 1 per cent. of the monthly pay rolls of 
members. , 

There are two fundamental propositions 
upon which the association rests its in- 
tention to go into court on boycott cases. 
The first of these is that members of a 
union, as members of a voluntary associa- 
tion, are individually liable for the con- 
sequences of the acts of their officers or 
agents when the constitution delegates to 
these latter certain powers. The second is 
that the boycott is a violation of the Sher- 
man law defining conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. 

‘The Connecticut cases mentioned are typ- 
ical of the activities of the association. in 
them ccnsiderable attention is centred, 
because it is believed that the points in- 
volved are fundamental in the —_— against 
the boycott sjoth cases were brought -—n 


account of the boycott against the hat man- 
ufacturing firm of D. BE. Loewe & Co., in 


Danbury, a concern running on ‘* open 
shop."’ ‘ 
One of these cases was brought in the 


State courts, with 241 members and officers 
of the American Federation of Labor and 
of the United Hatters, including among the 
former Samuel Gompers and John Mitchell, 
as defendants, and the other, in the State 
courts, with the same defendants. Dam- 
ages were asked in the sum of $100,000 in 
the first instance, and attachments levied 
on feal estate and bank accounts of the va- 
rious defendants amounting in value to be- 
tween $150,000 and $160,000. 

For the result of these suits great hope is 
expressed by officers of the Anti-Boycott 
Association. They are encouraged also by 
results attained in Chicago in the late Sym- 
mer, when their organization was instru- 
mental in dissuading the teamsters from 
entering Upon a Sympathetic strike, and 
from the prospects In several other pending 
cases, and the constantly growing member- 
ship, it is believed that the association in 
its particular field will be a powerful in- 
fluence toward the re-establishment of fair 
relations between employer and employe. 


NO AID FOR LOCAL UNION. 


Skilled Trades Will Not Help New York 
Housesmiths. 


The ihdications yesterday were that Local 
No. 2, which is engaged now in a supreme 


struggle for existence as a potential factor 
in the building trades unions, will have 
to fight its battle alone as far as New 
York ts concerned. Representatives of the 
strikers went to a meeting of the Board 
of Representatives, composed of delegates 
of the skilled trades, which have signed 
the arbitration agreement, in Brevoort Hall 
yesterday afternoon. This. board is said 
to represent 60,000 men in the skilled trades 
and meets twice a week. 

The representatives of the strikers were 
members of the local and international 
committees of ironworkers who are en- 
gineering the present strike. They said 
that as this struggle was one for the von- 
tinuance of a bona fide labor union, the 
new board should stand by the strikers. 

The board decided that as its affiliated 
unions had signed the arbitration agree- 
ment of the Employers’ Association, it 
would take no hand in the struggle, and 
would stand by the arbitration agreement. 
The board was also bound, the committee 
was informed, to support the new union of 
housesmiths, organized after Local No, 2 
had had every chance of signing the arbi- 
tration agreement, and had refused to d¢ 
so. The biggest blow to the strike was 
given by the Portable Hoisting Engineers’ 
Union. This union, though in the Board of 
Building Trades, has refrained from taking 
any part in the strike. 

Patricl® C. MeGuire, Secretary of the 
Housesmiths’ Union of New York, made 
public yesterday the following letter sent 
by President Buchanan of the International 
Association, which was turned down at the 
new unifon’s meeting in Teutonia Hall Mon- 
day night: 

We the committee appointed to conduct the 
strike against the lron League have been asked 
repeatedly to express our attitude toward the old 
members of our organization as well as those 
who are members of the New York Housesmiths’ 
Union. ln compliance with that request we 
would say that we have come to the following 
conclusions: 

It has been decided to receive all old members 
of Local No, 2 who are now members of the new 
organization without any penalty whatever. In 
regard to the other men it has been decided to 
accept as members any and all men who are 
capable of passing an impartial examination. 

By an impartial examination we assure you 
that when we say impartial we mean impartial. 
Fort men who are not competent, it is understood 
that they shall have the privilege of becoming 
apprentices and in tinie become full-fledged mem- 
bers of our organization. Pending an examina- 
tion all men-shall be granted a fuily working 
permit, 

The letter concluded by stating that it 
was the intenticn of the committee In send- 
ing the letter to treat all men fairly and 
squarely, 

** We decided not even to answer the let- 
ter,”” said MeGuire. ‘‘ At the meeting on 
Fifday night the letter was not only re- 
pudiated, but all members of our union 
were instructed to Have nothing to do with 
the strikers and stick to the arbitration 
agreement, We can have nothing to do 
with the old crowd. When the men ciaimed 
any rights the Parks Entertainment Com- 
mittee clubbed them into submission. That 
kind of thing has gene out for good. We 
care nothing for Buchanan, who has been 
playing a Jekyll and Hyde role. At Kan- 
sas City he was in favor of taking us in 
by eliminating the Parks element. Now 
he is fathering a strike to restore the Parks 
element into wer.” 

McGuire said that_the strike was simply 
a burlesque. Local No. 2, by giving a man 
a permit to work would be giving him a 

ermit to idleness, as Local No. 2 could not 
ind him work. A number of men who had 
received such ‘‘permits’’ by striking on 
buildings at Forty-fourth Stréet and Broad- 
pd and Sixtieth Street and Fifth Avenue, 
owing to the coaxing of the walking dele- 
gates turned in their permits to the new 
union and went back to work. 

“To-morrow,” he eontniued, “We will 








meet the Iron League and expect to sign 
our new trade eement. All ‘who were 
foolish énough to leave our union and go on 
strike will now only get back on payment 
of a fine of 8 each. The present strikers 
are not entitled to and will not get any pub- 
lic sympathy.” 

Chairman Crowley of the Strike Commit- 
tee asserted yesterday that there were 
1,200 men on strike. The members of the 
Tron League said that, as Local No, 2 was 
locked out, there could be no strikes except 
by members who had joined the new union 
and then gone on strike. 

L. K. Prince of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion said that the majority of the strikers 
had gone back: In some cases men had 


pretended when the walking delegates came | 


round that they were going to strike, but 
resumed work as soon as the walking dele- 
gates went away. 


LABOR MEN CHEER MITCHELL. 


President of United Mine Workers Is 
Warmly Received by Federa- 
tion Meeting. 


BOSTON, Nov. 10.—John Mitchell, Presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, presided for a time this afternoon at 
the convention of the American Federation 
of Labor, and received a warm greeting 
from the delegates. Cheer after cheer re- 
sounded through Faneuil Hall, the place of 
meeting, both from delegates and specta- 
tors. It was Mr. Mitchell’s first appear- 
ance as a speaker at the convention. 

The day was largely devoted to receiv- 
ing reports from committees and disposing 
of fhe cases of protested delegates. The 
report of the Eexcutive Couneil, a review 
of the what the board had considered dur- 
ing the year, occupied the greater part of 
the forenoon session. The report decried 
the jurisdiction disputes between affili- 
ated unions. It contained all the. corre- 
spondence with President Roosevelt in the 
Miller case at Washington, but refrained 
from all comment upon the matter. 

The feature of the afternoon session, 
aside from Mr. Mitchell's appearance gs 
presiding officer, was the general dis- 
cussion ef the report of the Committee on 


Credentials, which recommended that Dele- 
gates Guild and Steel of the International 
Journeymen Bakers and Confectioners, and 
Delegate Jones of the Central Labor Union 
of Burlington, Vt., be not seated, because 
irregularly se'ected to act as delegates. 
This report was finally accepted In toto. 

At 4:40 the convention adjourned until 
to-morrow morning.

HELD FOR DETECTIVE’S DEATH. 


One Prisoner in Verdu Case in Custody, 
the Other Discharged. 


After an inquest, at which the Coroner’s 
jury decided that unknown assailants killed 
Private Detective Frederick A. Verdu in 
West Fifty-fifth Street Sept. 25, Coroner 
Scholér held under $1,000 bail for the Grand 
Jury one of the two men who had been 
held as accountable for the murder. The 
prisoner is Thomas E. Moran of 317 West 
Fifty-fourth Street, and the one discharged 
is Joseph Martin of 311 West Fifty-fifth 
Street. 

Verdu and Joseph F. Hansen, private de- 
tectives, were watching a house in Fifty- 
fifth Street, near Seventh Avenue, A gang 
of young men from the vicinity grew sus- 
picious and a fight ensued after the gang 
had made threats for several days. Han- 
sen testified how they jumped on Verdu 
and himself. He pointed out in the court- 
room Joseph and Samuel Martin, Moran, 
David J. Sheran, and Harry R. Jobe. On 
cross-examinafion he became badly mixed 
up and was discharged. Then Sheran told 
how Moran struck Verdu first. He him- 


self held Moran's coat, he said, while the 
fight was in progress. ‘ 
He also saw a stranger named Dempsey 
strike the victim, but that was the first 
and last time he ever saw this Dempsey. 
Jobe corroborated Sheran’s testimony, and 
after the jury had réndered their verdict, 
returning to the courtroom in a few min- 
utes, Assistant District Attorney Turnbull 
asked the Coroner to hold Moran. Jobe 
and Sheran were paroled as witnesses.

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COLOMBIA SAVED : 
‘PANAMA LEADERS 


Expedition Is Said to Have Been 
Sent te Kidnap Them. 











Enemies of Panama Route Credited with 


Plan to Prevent Any 


Revolution. 





A man who has recently arrived from thé 
Isthmus yesterday related a remarkable 
episode of recent occurrence. 

According to thi§ man, word reached the 
Colombian Government on the evening of 
Oct. 24 from Santiago de Veraguas that an 
expedition composed of seventy armed Nic- 
araguans had landed ona lonely spot’ of 
the Atiantic Coast on the night of Oct. 10;° 
and that they were proceeding toward Pen- 
cnome, oné of the four principal cities in 
which the flag of rebellion was ‘since 
raised. 

The Colombian Government at that tinie 
had no knowledge of the impending révolt, 
and sent 150 soldiers under the command 
of Gen. de Castro on the gunboat ‘21 de 
Noviembre" to head off the invaders, be- 
lieving that they were Nicaraguan revolu- 
tionists. 

Since then, he said, it had been discovered 
that the reai purpose of the armed expedi- 
tion was to kidnap the leaders of the pres- 
ent movement, news of which had leaked 
out, and to prevent the revolution, which it 
was recognized would make the digging of 
the canal at Panama a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

The Panama*Line steamship Yucatan, 
which left Culon six hours before the revo- 
lution was begun in Panajna, arrived here 
yesterday. The passengers all said that 
there was no disorder in the city when they 
left, but they were not surpriged to learn 
of Panama’s secession, because, they said, 
all things pointed toward a revolution. 

Joseph Peet, the agent of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company, who was a 
passenger on the Yucatan, said: ‘‘ The at- 
titude of Colombia on the canal question 
made it appear a year ago that Panama 
would take the step she has taken.

“That the news of intended secession had 
leaked out and had reached the officials 
at Bogota, was quite evident when the 
Colombian gunboat Cartagena arrived at 
Colon. I think that the vessel would have 
tried to prevent the revolutionists from 
raising their flag, but the Nashville ar- 
rived before the revolution was declared, 
and evidently scared the Colombian com- 
mander.”’ 

William Dempstel, another passenger, 
said that when the Nashville entered the 
harbor at Colon, for seme reason the Carta- 


gena cleared her decks .for action. The 
news Was conveyed to the commander of 
the Nashville, who ordered one gun made 
ready, so that if any firing were done by 
the Colombian boat she might be stopped 
before she had done any great damage, 
There was no firing. : 

That the recent happenings in Panama 
have occasioned unusual activity among 
the interests clustering about the Nicaragua 
Maritime Canal roject became evident 
yesterday. The Nicaraguan minister in 
Washington, Don Luis F,. Corea, came 
post haste to this city on Monday night 
and the same midnight was in close con- 
ference at the Waldof-Astoria with a mem- 
ber of the old Grace-Craigin syndicate, 
which secured the original canal conces- 
sions from the Nicaragua government. 
Yesterday Senor Corea conferred with 
Senor Landes, the Venezuelan minister to 
Washington, who also had come to this 
city, and now those interested in the destin- 
ies of the Isthmian Republic and the Pana- 
ma canal are asking themselves what Vene- 
zuela and Nicaragua are up to. 

Senor Corea.and Senor Landes have de- 
clined to say what brought them to this 
city at the present time, and have also de- 


clined to make any comment on recent 
developments in Panama.

Among 
the many employes the girl had been re- 
garded as ‘“‘queer” because she would 
seareely speak to her fellow-workers at 
times, und then select one from among them 
to tell how unhappy she was in a business

She said that men would enter on busi- 
ness, keep their cigars or cigarettes in their 
mcuths, and swear, if they so chose, with-

She told of a note she 
had received from one of the men, in which 
it was stated that she was “‘shabby and 
ridiculous.’ The man was discharged. The 
girl continued to worry and work. 

Shortly before the noon hour yesterday 
she got up from her typewriter and went 
into the hall. A minute later there was a 
scream in the hail and the girl staggered 
into the room of Mr. Reilly. 

“You have heard me say,” she cried, 
“that I would be glad to be dead. I’ve done 
it. I’m sorry. You've been good to me. 
Save me if you can.” 

The girl's lips were terribly burned by 
the acid she had swallowed. Her employcr 
caught her in his arms, and as he laid her 
on the floor she said that she regretted her 
act, and begged to be saved. One of the 
girls who had seen the girl drink the polson 
rushed to the street, where she found a 
policeman, who summoned an ambulance 
from the New York Hospital. On the ar- 
rival of the doctor he pronounced the giri 
dead. Just before Miss Thomas lost con- 
sciousness she said to one of the young 
women employed by the company: 

* Please see that I am not buried in this 
dress. You have all laughed at it.” 

Mrs. E. W. Thomas, the mother of the 
girl, was notified of her daughter's death 
at her home, 869 East One Hundred and 
Eightieth Street. 

Mrs. Thomas, in explanation of 
daughter's suicide, said: 

“We were very ccemfortably off at one 
time, and the cnildren were brought up 
without any idea that the only girl in the 
family would ever have to work for her 
living. My husband was for ten years at 
the head of the Custom House at Ogdens- 
burg. He lost his position through a po- 
litical upheaval, and was connected for 
five years with a life insurance company 
of New York. One of my boys died, and 
the elder one, William, married against 
my wishes. My husband sympathized with 
him, so that he made out the insurance on 
his life in his name. I was left with si 
when my. husband died, and it became 
necessary for my daughter to work for 
our support. My younger boy, George, is 
a- drug clerk in this city. The two were 
the breadwinners. My elder son lives in 
Albany. He is the stenographer of the 
State Attorney General. I have telegraphed 
him of his sister’s death.’

He dealt in real estate, 
and it was from him that she inherited her 
fortune. John York was popular and gained 
the nickname of *‘ Pop’’ York. He and his 
wife died in the house, it was said, and 
their beds on the top flor, which had never 
been used since, were found, the police say, 
heaped up with old newspapers and layers 
of dust from the streets, in some cases an 
inch or more in thickness. 

Few could te of Mrs. Oliver's marriage. 
Her-«husband's name was James Oliver, it 
was said, and they lived together but a 
short time. Her daughter was married to 
Philip Campbell, who was a plumber, with 
a shop in One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street, just west of Third Avenue, and who 
lived near by in One Hundred and WBight- 
eenth Street. Mother and daughter became 
estranged because the younger woman em- 
barked in disastrous speculations. Some 
said the mother lost through these, but, at 
any rate, their natural intercourse was 
broken, the Campbells moved away, and 
Mrs. Campbell became insane, and is now 
in an’ asylum, where she has been confined 
for years. 

Eccentricities grew upon the mother rap- 
idly then. She no longer cut her nails, and 
they hung from her hands “ like knives," 
one resident said. Her appearances in the 
streets became more rare, and when she 
did come out children called *‘ old witch”’ 
after her until she again shut herself up. 
She last came into the outer air about six 
vears ago, so far as could be learned, when 
she pought a vaper of smoking tobacco at 
a near-by notion and stationery shop, and 
haggled over the price. Tradesmen began 
to shun her custom because of the diffi- 
culty of making collections. 

William H. Williams of 6 West One Hun- 
dred apd Sixteenth Street, a carpenter, had 
yah house repairing. and there was 
lots of it, in little bits of jobs, for years. 
He said yesterday that. she paid him in 
pennies, and that the largest amount he 
could ever collect at one time was 20 cents 
She always handed him the change in‘a 
saucer, he said. Her father left her prop- 
erty in the hands of three trustees. and she 
outlived them all, the last to survive being 
Thomas P. Tappen, President of the Har- 
lem Savings Bank. 

Only four cents in currency was found in 
the house at her death, but a well-known 
rea] estate dealer in Harlem said he-ealled 
upon her about four weeks ago to ask the 
nrice of the twin houses. She wanted $23,- 
000, which he held to be too much, but he 
said that While he was with her she pro- 
duced a brown paper grocery. bag, which 
was stuffed full of paper money and drew 
from it a one-dollar bill. He said that at 
about the same time she had sold at auc- 
tion two corner lots near by, but this wis 
denied to a personal friend by the son of 
Philip Campbell. 

Coroner Scholer had no duty to do in con- 
nection with the death of Mrs. Oliver, Dr. 
J. A. O’Brien of 305 Bast One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Street having attended her with- 
in twenty-four hours of her death, and issu- 
ing a certificate that it was due to pleurisy, 
senility, and malnutrition. He gave a ner- 
mit late in the afternoon for the removal of 
Mr. Alderdice’s body tv his late home. The 
police reported the deaths to the Disirict 
Attorney's office as a precautionary meas- 
ure in view of the strange coincidence at- 
tending them, and Assistant District Attor- 
ney Garvan looked into the matter only to 
be informed that there were no suspicious 
circumstances cennected with either. 

Mr. Alderdice, it appears, was a Method- 
ist clergyman, born in Ireland, who had 
been in this country about twenty years. 
For several years he had had charge of a 
rescue mission conducted by Stephen Mer- 
ritt at 208 Eighth Avenue. For the last 
two or three vears he has been a watchman 
at the Bible House.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY 
PRESIDENT’S PLEA 


Text of Message from Chief Execu- 
tive to Congress. 


HE- URGES SPEEDY ACTION 


Recommendations Greeted with Ap 
Plause in House and Senate—Oppo- 
nents of Legislation Make 
Little Headway. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 10.—The President's 
Message was read in both Houses to-day 
and was given close attention. It is de- 
voted exclusively to the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty and the réasons for.calling the Con- 
gress in extraordinary session are briefly 
and concisely set forth. The speedy enact- 
ment of legislation required to give the 
treaty effect is earnestly urged. The full 
text of the mesasge is as follows: 


TEXT OF THE MESSAGE. 


To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: 

I have convened the Congress that it may 
consider the legislation necessary to put 
into operation the commercial treaty with 
Cuba, which was ratified by the Senate »t 
its last_ session, and subsequently be the 
Cuban Government. I deem such legislation 
demanded, not only by our interest, but by 
our honor. We cannot with propriety aban- 
Gon the course upon which we have so wise- 
ly embarked. When the acceptance of the 
Flatt amendment was required from Cuba 
by the action of the Congress of the United 
States, this Government thereby definitely 
committed itself to the policy of treating 
Cuba as occupying a unique position as re- 
gards tnis country. It was provided that 
when the island became a free and inde- 
pendent republic she should stand in such 
close relations with us as in certain re- 
Spects te come within our system of inter- 
national policy, and it necessarily followed 
that she must also to a certain degree be- 
come included within the lines of our eco- 
nomic policy. Situated as Cuba is, it would 
not be possibie for this country to permit 
the strategic abuse of the island by any 
toreign military power. It is for this rea- 
son that certain limitations have been im- 
posed upon her financial policy. and that 
raval stations have been conceded by her 
to the United States. The negotiations 15 
to the details of these naval stations are 
on the eve of completion. They are so sit- 
uated as to prevent any idea that there fs 
the intention ever to use them agajnst 
Cuba or otherwise than for the protecti of 
Cuba from the assaults of foreign foes, and 
for the better safeguarding of America 
interests in the waters south of us. 

These interests have been largely 
creased by the consequences of the war 
with Spain, and will be still further in- 
creased by the building of the Isthmian 
Canal. They are toth military and eco- 
nomic. The granting to us by Cuba of the 
raval staticns above alluded to is of the 
utmost importance from a military stard- 
point, and is proof of the good faith with 
which Cuba is treating us. Cuba has made 
great progress since her independence was 
established. She has advanced steadily in 
every way. She already stands high among 
her sister republics of the new world. She 
is levally observing her obligations to us, 
end ‘she is entitled to like treatment by us. 

The treaty submitted to you for approval 
secur2s to the United States economic a@- 
vantages as great as those given to Cula. 
Not an American interest is sacrificed. By 
the treaty a large Cuban market is secured 
to our producers. It is 2 market which lies 
at our doors. which is already large. which 
is capable of great expansion, and which is 
especially important to the development of 
our export trade. \It would be indeed short- 
sighted for us to refuse to take advantage 
of such an opportunity, and to force Cuba 
into making arrangements wiih other cour- 
tries to our disadvantage. $ 

This reciprocity treatv_ stands by elf. 
Jt is dernanded on considerations of broud 
National nolicv as well as by our_ economic 
interest. It will do harm io no industry. It 
will benefit many industries. It is in the 
interest of our people as a whole. both be- 
cause of its importance from the broad 
standpoint of international policy, and be- 
cause eccnomically it intimately concerns 
us to develop and secure the rich Cuban 
market for our farmers, artisans, mer- 
chants. and manufacturers. Finally, it Is 
decirable as a guarantee of the good faith 
of our Nation toward her voungs sister re- 
public to the south, whose welfate must 
ever be closely bound with ours. We gave 
her liberty. We are knit to her by the 
memories of the blood ard the courage of 
cur soldiers, who fought for her in war; by 
the memories of the wisdom and integrity 
of our administrators who served her in 
peace, and who started her so well on the 
difficuit path of self-government. We must 
help her onward and upwerd, and in heij- 
ing her we shall help ourselves. 

The foregoing considerations c 
negotiation of the treaty with Cuba nd i 
ratification by the Senate. Thev now Ww bh 
equal foree sunport the legislation bv the 
Congress. which by_the terms of the treaty 
js necessary to render it onerative A fai!-\ 
ure to enact such legislation would come 
perilously near a repudiation of the pledged

RECEIVED WITH APPLAUSE. 
The approval of the message Was 
hibited in very genera! applause from the 
Republicans of the House and in the — 
ate, where such demonstrations are unusua2}. 
It received commendation from the Repub- 
licans who gathered in small groups follow- 


ing the adjournment. ; : 

‘The effect in the House of the publication 
of the message has been to reduce the num- 
ber of Republicans who have heretofore 
exhibited a disposition to oppose legislation, 
and the indications now are that when the 
roll is calied in the passage of a bill to 
carry the treaty into effect there will be 
very few of the majority party who will 
record themselves in the negative. : 

Representatives of the American Protect- 
ive Tariff League are present to create 
sentiment against the treaty, but they are 
making mo progress in their missionary 
work. ; 

The expectation is that the Speaker will 
announce the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee within a few-days and that the reciproc- 
itv bill will be immediately taken up and 
brought into the House by that committee. 
The leaders have been in consultation over 
the text of the measure, the desire being to 
put it into such form as will insure the 
approval of the Republicans at both ends 
of the Capitol. No time will be lost in the 
House when the measure comes before that 
body. There will be a reasonable time for 
debate and it is probable the minority will 
be given opportunity for offering substantial 
amendment in order that they may make a 
record that will represent their feeling 
ioward the measure. But there will not be 

rotracted debate, the present purpose 
eing to limit the time to two days, but 
this may be reduced to one day. It is held 
that the reciprocity question with Cuba 
was fully discussed in the last Congress, 
that the matter is. fully understood in all 
its bearings, and that the protracted debate 
is not necessary. 

In the Senate the message was sent to the

WHAT THE TREATY PROVIDES. 


Redaction in Tariff Rates in Favor of 
Cuba—Concessions to United States. 
Under the Cuban reciprocity treaty, which 

Was negotiated by Gen. Bliss and whipped 

into shape before presentation to Congress 

by various conferences at the White House 
and the Capitol, the Republic of Cuba is 
to be favored by a reduction of 235 per cent, 


in all tariff schedules, and in return im- ° 


ports from the United States are to enjoy 

liberal concessions on Cuban rates. 
Provision is made for reductions of as 

much as 40 per cent, in some cases; in 


on 


others, 30 per cent., and in still others, 25 
per cent. On all American-grown or Amere 
iean-made articles, except tobacco, import- 
ed into Cuba, and not specified in the 25, 30, 
and 40 per cent. classes, there is to be a 
uniform tariff reduction of 20 per cent. 

Cuba does not agree to any reduction on 
tobacco grown in the United States or in 
the territories of any of its possessions 
and imported into Cuba. 

The products of the United States which 
ure to be admitted into Cuba at a reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent. include pottery, salt 
fish, copper-made machinery, cast and 
wrought iron and steel and articles used {n 
manufacturing them, glass, cotton and some 
cotton goods, ships and boats, and whisky 
and brandy. 

The 30 per cent. reduction includes cutlery, 
shoes, plated ware, drawings, photographs, 
engravings, materials used in making labels 
and bands for tobacco, common soaps, pre- 
served vegetables, butter, drugs, bottled 
beer, mineral waters, articles made of 
hemp and kindred fibres, musical instru- 
ments, and writing and printing papers. 

The forty per cent, reduction will apply 
to watches, umbrellas, knit cottons, pre- 
served fruits, perfumeries, and woolen and 
silk goods. 

There is a specific declaration to the 
effect that the rates fixed for each of the 
two countries by the other shall be pre- 
ferential of each party to the convention as 
against all other countries. There also is 
& provision against discriminating tax on 
the articles affected in the country of their 
origin. 

In case either country changes its tariff 
rates so as to deprive the other of the 
advantages granted, the other country is 
to have the privilege of abrogating the 
treaty. No specific provision is made for 
a subsequent reduction of the Cuban duty, 
so as to let American goods in at lower 
rates, by legislation, but there is a clause 
under which, if this reduction should be 
made, the Cuban government may re-open 
negotiations to secure a modification of the 
treaty. It provides for such a change only 
in case the Cuban tariff should be so re- 
duced as to make the consequent advantage 
to America unreasonable from the Cuban 
point of view. 

The treaty is to go into effect ten days 
after its ratification by the authorities of 
both countries, 

The text of the treaty was made public 
unofficially on Dec. 19, 1902. A month later 
the formal announcement of amendments 
showed the following important addition to 
Article VIII. of the agreement: 

** Provided, That, while this convention is 
in force, no sugar imported from the Re- 
public of Cuba, and being the product of 
the soil or industry of the Republic of 
Cuba, shall be admitted into the United 
States at a reduction of duty greater than 
26 per centum of the rates of duty thereon 
as provided by the Tariff act of the United 
States approved July 24, 1897, and no sugar, 
the product of any other foreign country, 
shall be admitted by treaty or convention 
into the United States while this conven- 
tion is in force, at a lower rate of duty 
than that provided by the Tariff act of the 
United States approved July 24, 1897.”’

The new law allow« 
every citizen in the islands of the age of 
twenty-one to take up sixteen hectares, or 
about forty acres, under conditions mucu 
like those imposed by the United States 
homestead law.

Though the firm of Lit- 
tauer Brothers tas for many years sold its 
gloves to individuals and having 
contracts with the Government, as it might 
lawfuily the Judge Advocate General 
States in his report that there was no evi- 
dence of ary violation of law in connection 
with excepting in 
single instance, which is the contract of E. 
R. Lyon with the Government of Dec. 7, 
1808, for the furnishing of 30,000 pairs of

I may 
add that the issue not complicated 
any loss to the Government, as the Secre- 
tary of War distinctly states that the Lyon 
were made in compliance with 
upon public advertisement, on 
to the lowest responsible bidder:

that the inspection was rigid, and that the 
requirements of the specifications were 
complied with. 

“| have advised Mr. Littauer throughout, 
after a careful study of the whole situation. 
and | insist strenuously and without a 
particle of doubt in my own mind that that 
transaction was not a violation of either 
the letter or spirit of the statute on his 
part. Jt did not bring Littauer Brothers 
into any relation whatsoever with Lyon's 
contract with the Government. That con, 
tract was not obtained for them or at their 
solicitation. They obtained no right or in- 
terest in it, and subjected themselves to no 
liability with regard to it. 

“Mr. Littuuer has not invoked and does 
not invoke the statute of limitations, and 
would certa'nly waive it if he had the privi 
lege. 

“It does seem to me to be a reasdnable 
request that the question as to whether 
the transaction was a violation of the 
statute should be determined, so that the 
accusation, which [ believe to be utterly 
unfounded and unjust, may be disposed of 
by a direct, formal and considered finding. 
Any other course entirely deprives Mr. 
Littauer of such a disposition of it, as there 
is no other forum to which he can appeal, 
and leaves him with it hanging over him in 
a form that subjects him to unjust sus- 
picion, criticism and aspersion.” 

In the course of hisereply, declining to re- 
open the case, the Attorney General says: 

**In his letter to me requesting my opin- 
jon the Secretary of War transmitted cer- 
tain testimony and data relating te the 
principal transactions between Littauer 
Brothers and Lyon, the contractor, ‘for 
such further action” as I might deem prop- 
er. No further action could have been 
taken by this department in the premises 
unless the data transmitted disclosed a case 
for criminal prosecution, under Section 
3,759 of the revised statutes. In examin- 
ing the record we were met at the thres- 
hold with the fact that the transactions 
under consideration were closed more than 
four years ago, which fact would operate 
as a bar to any prosecution, even if the 
statute had been violated. As every one 
familiar with judicial procedure knows, 
when it appears on the face that prosecu- 
tion for an allege d violation of law is barred 
by limitatign, the question whether there 
has in fact been a breach of law is never 
gone into, It would be vain to do so. 

‘**T must, therefore, in harmony with the 
uniform practice of this office, decline to 
re-open the case as you request, since to do 
so would be to enter upon an inquiry in 
which, no matter what might be my con- 
clusion upon the facts, I would have no 
official duty to perform—a vain, extraor- 
dinary proceeding, without reason or prece- 
dent to support it. 

*T may add in conclusion that I am un- 
able to see how Mr. Littauer can feel ag- 
grieved by my action, as I have already 
said as plainly as I know how, and [ now 
repeat, that I have not passed upon or even 
considered, directly or undirectly, the ques- 
tion whether he was interested, in the sense 
contemplated by the statute, in Lyon’s con- 
tract with the Government. It fact if 
I had done so, I would, as already pointed 
out, have gone beyond my duty in the 
oremises, .

Nearly Three-fourths of the Day’s 
Trading in These Issues. 


RUMORED STANDARD OIL MOVE 


Steel Preferred Reaches 4934 and Steel 
Common Touches 10—Pennsylvania 
Stock Declines to 114'¢. 


The shares of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and the United States Steel issues were 
the centre of interest in an active and ir- 
regular stock market yesterday. The 
transactions in the shares of these two 
companies aggregated 619,895 shares out of 
a total of 847,054 traded in during the day. 
As these figures plainly indicate, these 
issues dominated the market, and the 
heavy pressure against them so far af- 
fected the rest of the market that it was 
robbed of almost all interest, the thoughts 
of everyone being directed with concen- 
trated energy around the posts where 
Pennsylvania and Steel were being ham- 
mered down to new low records. 

In the first hour the Steel issues were 
the market, 100,000 shares of the preferred 
stock changing hands within the first 
thirty-five minutes at declining prices. The 
Supporters of Steel made heroic efforts to 
prevent the preferred stock from break- 
ing through the 50 mark. These efforts 
were, however, unavailing, for the price 
dropped to 49%, constituting a new low 
record. From that point it gradually 
werked up again and closed at 50%. The 
new low record for the common stock was 
10. Attempts to depress it still more 
proved unsuccessful. The bonds. touched 
65, which also marks a new low record. 

While the Steel shares were the centre of 
the trading on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday, the rumor began to float around 
in Wall Street that the Standard Oil party 
was accumulating a heavy interest in the 
corporation. This report, however, could 
not at the time be confirmed. But as the 
day wore on the rumor took on a more def- 
inite shape, and at the Waldorf-Astoria 
last night it was stated by several men, 
well known in the Street, that heavy pur- 
chases of the stock had been traced to a 
large firm of bankers which is generally 
understood to represent the Standard Oil 
interests. It was stated that the acquisi- 
tion of Steel Corporation stock by the 
Standard Oil interests during the last few 
Gays had been so large as to practically 
imsure to those interests a deciding vote 
in _ thé management of the corporation. 

‘Various reasons were advanced as plaus- 
ible ones to explain the desire of the Stand- 
ard QOil crowd to invest in the shares of 
what the greater part of Wall Street con- 
siders a discredited corporation. Among 
them was, of course, the argument about 
the intrinsic value of the shares at present 
prices. Besides, it was pointed out that 
with the Steel Corporation under such con- 
trol the Standard Oil interests would be 
able to dictate to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road and the Wabash Railroad such terms 
of peace as the Standard Oil party might 
desire or find advantageous. 

In this connection it was reported that 
the election of James Stillman to succeea 
E. V. W. Rossiter as a Director of the New 
York Central would be followed by the 
election of the same Standard Oil repre- 
sentative to succeed the late Elkins as a 
Director of the Pennsylvania Railroad. It 
Was stated that in this manner the stand- 
ard Oil Company intended to bring about 
that harmony which has been sadly lack- 
ing in financial circles during the last 
year, and which is supposed to have been 
partly responsible for the calamities which 
befel Wall Street during that time. 

After the battle around the Steel post 
had subsided somewhat the Pensylvania 
post became the centre of activity. Large 
quantities of long stock came out, and the 
price slowly crumbled. During the de- 
cline the lowest price for the stock in 
Several years was reached. In September 
last the low price of 115144 was recorded, 
but yesterday the stock tumbled to 114, 
closing at 114% for a net loss of two points 
on transactions of 240,202 shares. 

Various rumors were circulated to ex- 
plain the decline. It was said that the 
road intended to make further bond issues 
on its Fort Wayne line, but this was de- 
nied. Others said that the decline was 
due to the fear that the election of Mr. 
Stillman into the New York Central Di- 
rectorate boded ill for the Pennsylvania, 
as it meant that the Standard Oil crowd 
were antagonistic to the Central's greac- 
est rival. There was also some talk about 
a probable reduction in the dividend rate 
for Pennsylvania stock, necessitated by 
reduced earnings and higher capitalization. 
This report was considered premature, 
however, as the road has only just de- 
clared its usual semi-annual dividend, and 
there will not be another dividend meeting 
for six months. This, however, was not 
considered by the rumor-mongers, and al- 
most any story about Pennsylvania found 
some believers. 

The result was that the selling of the 
road’s stock kept up with unabated vigor 
until well into the afternoon. Toward the 
close there was a slight recovery, which 
was, however, felt least in the stocks which 
had been heaviest all day. 


STEEL PLATE POOL MEETS. 


Secret. Session with .No Forthcoming 
Statement as to Prices. 


The Steel plate pool was in secret session 
yesterday. That there would bea meeting 
of this pool to discuss the much talked of 
reduction in the price of steel plate was 
known in Wall Street, but the place where 
the pool met was so well kept secret that 
during the day no one was able to locate 
it, although it was rumored that it was 
meeting uptown at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

One of the partners of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
admitted, however, that this and various 
other finished product pools were and 
would be in session during the week. Beyond 
this nothing was forthcoming, for ex- 


Judge Gary sent out word from his office 
that he had nothing to give out “ today.’’ 

It was understood that the pool would 
continue its meetings to-day and that an 
announcement of a new schedule would be 
made. The structural steel pool will, it js 
said, endeavor to maintain prices, while a 
Similar effort will be made by the steel rail 
pool which is to meet next week. 


RUSSELL SAGE LOST SUIT. 


Brokers Got $2,500 Verdict for a Repu- 
diated Option. 

A jury before Justice Barrett in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday rendered a verdict 
of $2,500 against Russell Sage and in favor 
of Roberts & Co., brokers, who asserted 
that Mr. Sage had repudiated an option on 
certain stock which he had given them, 
thereby making a profit of that amount 
which should have been theirs, This op- 
tion, which was on a memorandum slip, was 
signed “R. 8S” Mr. Sage, in a deposition, 
said that he did not think he made the sig- 
nature, and that if he did it was when 
something other than the option was writ- 
ten above, intimating that the option had 
been written in after his signature had 
been cbtained. 

Fomebody was very anxious to buy up the 
stock of the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
Railroad in December, 1900, and Roberts & 
Cce., learning that Mr. Sage had 400 shares, 
entered into negotiations with him for the 
purchase of it. 

At that time Terre Haute and Indianapo- 
lis was quoted at 80. Mr. Coffin, manager 


for Roberts & Co., said he called on Mr. 
Sage several times and tried to get an op- 
tion on the stock. At first Mr. Sage, ac- 
cording to the manager, thought he ought 
to have 125, but later agreed to take 120. 
That was on Jan. 10, 1901, when an option 
written on a memorandum slip was drawn 
up as follows: °

DEATH OF FRANK G. TEFFT.

It Occurred the Day the Retired Mer- 
chant Was to Announce His Pros- 
pective Marriage. 


A fact of pathetic interest to the friends 
of Frank Griswold Tefft, the wealthy mer- 
chant of this city who died Monday at his 
country place at Great Barrington, Mass., 
was that the announcement of his engage- 
ment to Miss Helen M, Whitney had been 
set for the day his death occurred. 

Mr. Tefft was in his fifty-fifth year. He 
was for many years a member of the dry 
goods firm of Tefft, Weller & Co., but re- 
tired last year on account of ill-health. He 
and Miss Whitney had been engaged for 
several months secretly, but two weeks ago 
they decided to make public the engage- 
ment on Nov. 9 and have the wedding in 
December. 

During Mr. Tefft’s illness of the last six 
weeks he had been confined to his bed. 
Miss Whitney was with him when he died. 
She is now at her home, 12 Gramercy 
Park. Her father was Rufus Whitney, a 
prominent dry goods merchant of Boston. 
Her sister is Mrs. William B. Kendall of 
12 Gramercy Park, who is the wife of a 
well-known Wall Street broker. 

Mr. Tefft was the son of Erastus Tefft, 
founder of the firm of Tefft, Weller & Co. 
At an early age the son left school and went 
to work in his father’s employ. His wife, 
Gertrude B., obtained a@ divorce from him 
about twelve years ago and then married 
again. 

While Mr. Tefft was stopping at the 
Everett House last March he was attacked 
with Bright’s disease. At his physician 3 
advice he went to Great Barrington. There 
he was deeply interested in the building of 
a house for the reception of his prospective 
bride. He was a member of the Players, 
Manhattan, New York Athletic, Merchants’, 
Richmond County Country, Suburban, Rid- 
ing and Driving, and Tandem Clubs, the 
Liederkranz, the American Geographical 
Society, and the Society of Colonial Wars.

MUSIC AND 
OBJECT 10 “PARSIFAL” 


Wagner’s Opera Denounced by 
Certain Ministers. 


Dr. in a Statement Calls It 


Sacrilegious — Conried and Hertz 


Shearer 


Express Astonishment. 


It developed yesterday that the proposed 
production of Richard Wagner's “ Parsi- 
fal’? at the Metropolitan Opera House has 
aroused the disapproval of certain clergy- 
men in this city, who, according to the Rev. 
Dr. George L. Shearer, Secretary of the 
American Tract Society, have formed them- 
selves into a committee resolved to oppose 
vigorously the presentation of this opera. 
Dr. Shearer has issued a statement setting 
forth the reasons which have impelled the 
churchmen to inaugurate what they term 
an “educational campaign” against the pro- 
duction. The statement says in part: 


The play in its three acts centres mainly 
about the Holy Communion and our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which is particularly represented in the 
first and third acts, the t2mptation of Parsifal 
being portrayed in the second. Parsifal, a lad of 
unknown origin, mysteriously appears at the 
opening, and is the leading figure to the close. 
The “‘guileless one’ at the beginning, he is at 
length Baptized, and then anointed as the God- 
elecved King. Over his head a dove is made to 
descend and to hover lovingly. 

kundry, a Mary Magdalene, often appearing 
in the acts, anoints his feet with perfumed oil, 


} and dries them with her flowing, unbound hair. 


He performs a miracle of healing by. touching 
the suffering King Amfortas with the sacred 
spear, and to him says: ‘* Thou art forgiven. 
Body and soul are cleansed by God's free grace."’ 
this spearpoint seamed to glow with 


holy fire, and sparkled, turning red, like flow- 


ing blood, 

In this closing scene it “seems that are 
promised, in this hall, flooded with wondrous 
glory, the glory of the presence of the Infinite 
God—a view of Deity created by artifidal light 
by the manager of the play. 

Between the two acts, in each of which the 
Lord s Supper is represented, ‘‘ The Temptation 
of Parsifal ’’ Is portrayed. Here in a garden fair 
maidens ‘“‘in airy garments" assiduously ply 
their seductive arts; and they failing, Kundry, a 
more advanced member of the ‘red light’”’ 
legion, is introduced 

The music in which this text is clothed is 
doubtless surpassingly excellent, and the material 
scenic arrangements and skill of the performers 
may be of the highest artistic standard attain- 
abie, but no external dress or mimicry can con- 
ceal the hideous underlying forms, and no modu- 
lation of voice or gesture can erase the acknow!- 
edged fact that this Is a play, given in a play- 
house, and is not sincere worship of the one liv- 
ing and true God, 

The Lord's Supper cannot be rightly prosti- 
tuted to such ends If Christianity is the iaw of 
the land and is protected by that law, because its 
morality is the foundation of the Government, 
would not this proposed travesty of the most 
sacred things of our worship be indictable under 
the statute which authorizes the suppression of 
whatever is an offense to public decency? 

Dr. Shearer was quoted yesterday to the 
effect that one man, who had purchased a 
box for the performance, had, on being 
told of the character of the play, torn up 
$500 worth of tickets, and declared that 
he would not go to see it. The doctor ex- 
plained later that the men alluded to haa 
torn up his tickets and would not attend 
the performance, but he was uncertain as 
to what the tickets had cost. He declined 
to reveal the names of the clergymen who 
comprise the committee, but said that they 
were not identified with any particular 
faith, and represented the leadir church 
people of practically all denomirfAtions in 
this city. They had undertaken the crusade 
in the belief that the people of this country 
generally were not familiar with “ Par- 
sifal,’’ and that when they had become ac- 
quainted with the real nature of the opera 
they would refuse to sanction it. 

Manager Heinrich Conried expressed 
great surprise that displeasure should have 
been incurred in any quarter over this cre- 
ation of Wagner. 

“IT am of the firm conviction,” said he, 
“that there is nothing religious, far less 
sacrilegious, in the music drama of ‘ Par- 
sifal.’ Wagner expressly avoided calling it 
a religious drama, and Wagner surely 
ought to know what his own intention was. 
*Parsital’ deals with episodes which pas- 
sibly are solemn, but certainly not relig- 
ious. 

‘““It must be remembered that fn this plav 
he is not dealing with people .who really 
lived: all are fictitious characters, and had 
no existence off the stage, except in ancient 
myths. The characters in this myth were 
knights who guarded a mysterious cup 
known as the Holy Grail. The dove and 
spear introduced in ‘ Parsifal’ are, of 
course, also merely part and parcel of the 
old myth. I fail to see how any reasonable 
and candid mind can take exception to so 
dignified and beautiful a work, 

“The reverend gentleman who has issued 
this statement seems greatly exercised be- 
cause Parsifal is anointed as the God-elect- 
ed King. If he had read Wagner's book he 
would have known that, though he is 
anointed in the third act, it is not as a 
God-elected King, but as a messenger who 
comes with help and healing to the King 
Amfortas. It might surprise this reverend 
gentleman to be informed that Kings in 
general have for many ages been anointed 
as God elected; hence the expression have 
bv ‘ Divine right’ been crowned. 

“J do not even admit that the spirit of 
Parsifal is exclusively Christian, _Buddh- 
ism was largely in the mind of Wagner 
when he wrote this masterpiece. This is 
proved by the fact that he makes of his 
character Kundry a reincarnation of Her- 
odias. 2 P 

‘As to the temptation of Parsifal, since 
there has been a drama in the world temp- 
tation has been a favorite and even neces- 
sary theme of dramatists. It should be 
borne in mind, too, that Parsifal triumphs 
over his temptation and converts the temp- 


tress. 

“JT may say that in Europe the argu- 
ments contained in this statement have 
been advanced repeatedly, and as repeat- 
edly laughed out of court. _ From. all the 
leading universities, including Columbia 
and Harvard, I have received messages of 
encouragement and congratulation on my 
determination to present ‘ Parsifal.

THE DRAMA 
{MAUD ADAMS RETURNS 


A Furor of Welcome at the New 
Empire Theatre. 


“The Pretty Sister of Jose” Is Not 
Strong Dramatically, but Provides 
a Striking Star Part—Henry 
Ainlee as the Spanish 
Matador. 


What a wonderful and beautiful sister 
Pepita José had! The stupid brother of 
Pepita himself told you all about it at the 
greatest length last night at the rising ot 
the curtain at the Empire, and when he 
had done he repeated it all. Then other 
members of the cast took up the eulogy, 
preparing a special throne at the rustic 
banquet for her, and showing the new 
gown she was to be given to wear to the 
bull fight. 

Then there was more talk about the vir- 
tue of the pretty sister of José, and at last 
Miss Maud Adams tripped in with easy 
mastery, and the house that had long 
wearied of the prettiness of the sister of 
José rose to her in round after round of 
welcome—nay, fell at her feet. A smile 
broke across those long-loved and well- 
remembered features and lighted the deep 
eyes; there was a little gauche half-curt- 
sey of gratitude, then the eyelids batted 
rapidly, and a tear of joyous emotion 
streamed down each cheek. Why all that 
talk about the pretty sister of José? 

In the years that have passed since Miss 
Adams's last appearance here she has 
gained freshness and color perhaps, and as 
far as one could judge from the rather 
slender and theatric play last night her 
art has ripened, rounded out, and mellowed. 
But essentially she seemed quite the same— 
only more so from our long lack of her! 

There are the prominent cheekbones and 
the jaws, that of themselves seem like 
rugged headlands by the sea, but that 
blend in the play of emotion into a posi- 
tive and radiant beauty. There are the 
prominent white teeth, and the generous 
lips stretched across, that now smile with 
infantine joy, and again writhe in the 
agontes of passionate suffering. 3eneath 
the horizontal, black brows there are the 
eyes that can shine like the star of the 
morning, but that far oftener show the deep 
vastness and mystery of dark midnight. 

And what gestures and motion! Little 
stiff strides that yet yleld a bouyant car- 
riage; a thousand gaucheries that blen1i 
into a pastoral symphony of floating grace; 
a bolero (or is it a fandango?) that when 
analyzed seems learned in Kenneybunkport, 
Me., (or is it East Rahway, N. J.?) yet 
gives all the illusion of Spanish freedom 
and fantastic joy. A fig for the pretty 
Sister of anybody! This is the most pop- 
ular woman on the English-speaking stage! 

Her part last night, as far as it went, 
was well devised to exhibit her many capa- 
bilities, It was that of a peasant girl, full 
of life and joyance, instinct with haughty 
Spanish pride and throbbing with the 
power to love, who comes for the first 
time to live among all the splendors and 
delights of Madrid. She has seen her 
mother’s wifely devotion scorned by a 
cruel husband, and she is resolved that her 
heart shall never own a lord. But there 
is Sebastiano, the matador, darling of the 
arena, whom ail the women of Madrid, of 
whatever station, love with an ardor un- 
known to the thin-blooded matinée girl of 
the North! 

Pepita witnessed the sad fate of one 
Sarita who dies for hopeless adoration of 
him; and the fear of loving is intensified 
within her passionate heart. But Sebas- 
tiano, who has never loved, and who has 
been all tenderness and solicitude for the 
humble Sarita, sees Pepita in her new gown 
from the arena, and falls in love with her. 
Then begins the struggle. Pepita loves 
him in return; and as her love grows, her 
terror of it grows also. Month after month 
she holds the splendid matadar at bay. At 
last his just pride revolts at what seems 
mere heartlessness, and he leaves her to gu 
t» a far city. But on his return, Pepita, 
humbled by her long agony, dances before 
him in the garden of the café to reclaim 
him; and he, unnerved by the sight of her, 
that day for the first time makes a faise 
step in the arena, and is wounded almost to 
ccath. It is only as he lies between life 
and eternity that Pepita is conquered, and 
erat ber declaration of love calls him back 
to le. 

All the caprices of a maiden’s heart torn 
between love and the fear of love; a bounte- 
ous, freedom-loving nature that is sub- 
dued by degrees into the narrow intensity 
of passion, sparkle and dancing radiance 
over which gather the clouds of despair— 
we do not need to be told that Miss Adams 
can portray this complex and bewitching 
web of emotion as no one else in the world! 
Admirable she was in her interview with 
Sarita, dying for hopeless love of Sebas- 
tiano, and full of tenderness and awestruck 
horror. More admirable when she first con- 
fronts that matador and with shoulders 
thrown back and head aloft glares scorn 
and defiance of his power. These were 
moments of the highest art, moments that 
must linger In memory always. 

So intense was the irradiation of mag- 
netism that one felt at times as if the house 
were a huge monster, a vampire drawing 
the lifeblood out of that little, pulsating 
body that could not escape giving and giv- 
ing, though at the end only the pulseless 
fibres of being would remain to her. 

But there were other moments that were 
not so forcible and complete. To say that 
the tale unfolded in Mrs. Frances Hodg- 
son Burnett's little novel, which Mrs. Bur- 
nett has made over into this little play, is 
too slender for the utmost dramatic effect 
would perhaps not be quite just. Such a 
Story can be made viable, however, only 
by bringing into action all the resources 
of literature and the drama. The char- 
acters must live for us as solid men and 
women, and they must breathe an atmo- 
sphere full of the spirit of the place and 
the hour. 

What we are provided is the long-famillar 
environment of the theatre. All the old 
devices are unsparingly used to centre at- 
tention In the star. The subordinate parts 
are mere feeders. Soliloquies abound, and 
rencontres are obviously mechanical, The 
actors for the most part conscientious citi- 
zeus of the north, trying to accustom 
themselves to strange Spanish costumes. 

In the scene in which Sebastiano leaves 
Pepita in manly revolt the mechanism fair- 
ly creaks. The final scene in which Pepita 
pours out her love and despair at Sebas- 
tiano’s bedside is a long and ill-sustained 
monologue. That Miss Adams held her au- 
djence is true. At the worst her work was 
the work of genius. But she did not, as in 
the happier scenes, electrify them. 

The surprise of the occasion was Pepita’s 
song. It began in the wings, and oné was 
prepared to have it stop with Miss Ad- 
ams’s entrance. But it did not stop, and 
as cadence succeeded cadence, it was 
evident that her singing voice is as deep, 
rich, and harmonious with velvet resonance 
as the voice with which she speaks. Not 
since the days of “* Little Christopher ’’ and 
Mr. John Drew has that voice been heard 
on the stage, which is an almost unforgiv- 
able sin of omission. 

Mr. Henry Ainley, imported for the oc- 
casion from England. disclosed a figure of 
lithe youthful strength, a face of virile 
force and beauty (somewhat maturer than 
his photograph) and a strong, manly voice. 
Hie acted earnestly and with moments of 
true sincerity. His reading was not al-, 
ways just, which was due in part, perhaps, 
to the somewhat stilted lines he had to 
utter, and he lacked the fire and intensity 
of authentic —— But it is beyond 
question that he is to take a place among 
the most attractive of the leading young- 
sters of our stage. 

As the lovelorn Sarita, Sandol Milliken 
appeared only for a moment in the first 
act, but she showed the same concentra- 
tion of feeling and simplicity of technique 
that she has been developing since the old 
days in the Murray Hill Theatre, As the 
stupid but adoring brother of Pepita, Edgar 
Seiwyn lent a welcome touch of naive, 
heartfelt affection. G. Harrison Hunter 
was an acceptaMe Padre, and Mrs. W. G. 
Jones lent. her skill and mellow feeling of 
the old school to the part of the beldame 
Juana. ‘The costumes were rich, and the 
scenery was full of atmosphere. 

At the end of the third act Miss Adams, 
in response to often repeated volumes of 
applause, gasved out a_ touching little 
sneech, ‘I can’t possibly say what I feel!” 
she said; but one could see something of it 
in the tears on her cheek..

Renews Former Triumphs at the Broad- 
way Theatre— Audience Re- 
mains to Cheer. 


The grotesquely picturesque figure mad 
familiar long ago by Sir Henry Irving in 
his assumption of the name part of Casimir 
Delavigne’s play of ‘‘ Louis XI.’ was given 
in evidence at the Broadway Theatre last 
night, and the tense interest with which the 
performance was followed, the frequent 
laughter which punctuated its more humor- 
cus phases, and the enthusiasm which fol- 
lowed the fall of each curtain indicated 
that the potency of the actor in this rdie 
is no less appealing to the general public 
than in years gore by. 

As far back as 1883 New Yorkers saw 
Irving play *' Louis XI.” at the Star Thea- 
tre, and it has been repeated here at in- 
tervals ever since. Opinions have differed 
as to the exact position it should hold in 
the list of this actor's impersonations. It 
has been contended that Irving’s Louis XI, 
reveals little that is not apparent also in 
his Mathias, and that a sympathy com- 
pelling quality present in his playing of the 
latter réJe is lacking in the case of his 
Louis XI. 

Such opinion, however, loses force when 
one contrasts the two roles. To begin with, 
the Louis XI. of Sir Henry Irving has an 
abundant quality of grim humor which is 
in no wise to be observed in the other rdéle 
mentioned. Louis is a coward and a hypo- 
erite, and the actor could succeed in im- 
buing the part with an element of pathos 
only at the expense of verity, as suggested 
in the text. 

In its mere externals Irving’s Louis XI. 
is a masterpiece of portraiture. Nothing 
could be imagined more brilliantly satisfy- 
ing in its physical suggestiveness, the face 
and form of wolfish malevolence contrast- 
ing strangely with the bodily decrepitude 
of the fast failing monarch. The actor 
probably long ago weighed the questions as 
to whether the very perfectness of evil 
suggested in his make-up might not lessen 
the spell which he is supposed to hold over 
those with whom he comes in contact. 
And, though one might reasonably wonder 
whether such might not be the case, the 
fact still remains that Sir Henry has trans- 
ferred to the theatre in yivid color the 
character sketched by Sir Walter Scott. — 

That everything has been wrought with 
manifest theatric purpose must be entirely 
obvious to the trained observer, and yet 
the passage of the scenes is marked by 
many incidents that refuse to be effaced 
from the memory. 

Of the supporting company, especially 
meritorious last night was the yee of 
Miss Mabel Hackney. She played the role 
with a fine assumption of boyish breezi- 
ness and with occasional bursts of power. 
Miss Laura Burt was sufficiently vivacious 
as Martha, and Miss Nora Lancaster was a 
sweet and winning Marie. 

At the end of the third act the applause 
was not stilled until Sir Henry had briefly 
expressed his thanks, and when the final 
eurtain fell, the audience remained in 
the theatre to cheer and applaud the actor 
to the echo. 


It is only gn rare occasions that such 


enthusiasm has been manifest, and the 
tribute of appreciation was one justly 
earned by a remarkable performance of a 
most difficult and trying role. 


IRVING PLANS NEW PLAY. 


Deals with Irish Land Bill and British 
Statesmen Figure—Kyrie Bellew 
May Take a Part. 


As a result of a conference on Saturday 
between Sir Henry Irving and Kyrle Bel- 
lew; Sir Henry may launch in the United 
States an important production dealing 
with persons and events connected with the 
Trish Land bill. For political reasons and 
beeause certain prominent British states- 
men appear in the play, Sir Henry has not 
thought it advisable to produce it in Eng- 
land. Therefore he intends to put it on, at 
first anyway, only in America, 

The author of the new play is now dead. 
Neither his name nor that of the play has 
yet been made known. It is considered py 
Sir Henry Irving a remarkably strong 
work. 

It is hinted that Ellen Terry may have 
the leading female réle, but this could not 


be verified. It is probable that two of the 
characters in the play are Joseph Chamber- 
lain and the late Lord Salisbury, and that 
it is on this account that the production 
is to be made in America rather than Eng- 
land. That two strong male parts are con- 
tained in the play is indicated by the fact 
that Sir Henry Irving is anxious to get Mr. 
Bellew to join him.

JOCKEY CLUB FINES L. V. BELL. 


Turfman Disciplined by Stewards for 
His Arraignment of Handicapper 
Vosburgh. 


3y decision of the Stewards of The Jockey 
Club, on the complaint of W. S. Vosburgh, 
official handicapper for The Jockey Club, 
against L. V. Bell, a well known and 


by Algernon Daingerfield, Assistant Secre- 
tary of The Jockey Club, yesterday, Mr. Bell 
was fined $200 for his arraignment of the 
handicapper for alleged unfairness in the 
treatment of the horses of the Bell stable 
in handicaps where Mr. Vosburgh adjusted 
the weights. The meeting of the Stewards 
which acted on the complaint was heid 
Monday night at the rooms of James R. 
Keene in the Waldorf-Astoria. In the 
words of the announcement of the Stew- 
ards’ action, Mr. Bell was fined “‘ for breach 
of discipline in the clubhouse of the Queens 
County Jockey Club, in his treatment of, the 
official handicapper of The Jockey Club.” 

Mr. Bell is absent.from the city, but there 
seems no room for doubt that he will ac- 
cept the decision of the governing body of 
the turf and pay the penalty for his attack 
on Mr. Vosburgh. It seems equally certain 
that the incident will lead to a change from 
the present method of a one-man power in 
the making of handicaps on the tracks 
under the jurisdiction af The Jockey Club, 
as Mr. Bell’s suggested plan of putting the 
handicapping in the hands of a committee 
of at least three men has met with general 
approval among horsemen on the argument 
that with such a committee the chance for 
errors or injustice through individual preju- 
dice would be removed. 

Under the method proposed by Mr. Bell 
each member of the handicapping commit- 
tee is to handicap the horses submitted to 
him according to his individual estimate of 
their ability, the weights the several 
handicaps thus made then to be averaged, 
and the result to be the official handicap. 
The pian is by no means a new one, as it 
has been in use in England for many years 
and has been employed on race courses in 
the Western States with satisfactory re- 
sults. 

The attack on Mr. Vosburgh for which 
Mr. Bell was fined took place at the Aque- 
duct track on Monday of last week, Mr. Bell, 
after having freely expressed his opinion 
of Mr. Vosburgh for what he deemed the 
handicapper's unfairness, following that up 
by approaching Mr. Vosburgh in the club- 
house and denouncing him in strong terms. 
The incident attfacted much attention at 
the time, and especially interested horse- 
men, as it was the first protest of the kind 
that has been made against a racing offi- 
cial since the turf affairs of the East have 
been governed by The Jockey Club.

Butterworth Resigns at Northwestern. 
CHICAGO, Noy. 10.—Horace C. Butter- 
worth, physical director of Northwestern 
University, has tendered his resignati6mto 
Dr. O. F. Long, Chairman of the Board of 
Athletic Control of the university. Mr. 
Butterworth will not retire at once, but will 
continue his work during the remainder of 
the college year. Mr. Butterworth. last 
night said: *“‘The atmosphere at North- 
western is inimical to my frame of mind,” 
and refused to give any other reason. 

Dr. Long said there had been no feeling 
against Butterworth. ‘* We were surprised 
when he handed in his resignation,” he 
said. ‘‘Mr. Butterworth’s work has been 
satisfactory and his resignation was not 
suggested or requested by the board. -The 
only reason I can think for the act is that 
he was dissatisfied with our method of 
zovernment ana preferred the one-man sys- 
tem in use at Chicago University.” 3 

Mr. Butterworth entered on his duties at 
Northwestern on the first of January, 1903. 
Before coming to Northwestern he was for 
several years connected with the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. .

The Yale line-up in the Princeton game 
has been practically completed. It Ts not 
yet known how the back field’ will play, 
but it is probable that Mitchell and Met- 
calf will start. the game at half back, with 
Warmer at full back. This combination fur- 
nishes Yale with a dashing end runner, 
punter, and drop goai kicker in Mitchell, 
who is the “find” of the year at Yale; a 
good runner back of punts and a brilliant 
line borer«and good all-around half back in 
Metcalf, who played last year; and a splen- 
did defensive player and hard line hitter 
in Farmer at full back.

Success Attends First Exhibit of 
Long Island Kennel Club. 


Rink—Miss Alger and Mrs. Benning- 
ton Win Valuable Prizes. 


The Long Isinnd Kennel Club opened its 
bench show at the Clermont Avenue Rink, 
Brooklyn, yesterday, and the exhibition, if 
not the largest ever held in Brooklyn, is 
conceded to be one of the most interesting. 
Nearly 700 canines have been entered for 
the valuable prizes, and so well did the 
judges do their work yesterday that two- 
thirds of the classes were completed and 
the awards distributed. 

The Long Island Kennel Club was only 
recently organized, and it is the purpose of 
the organization to give a show annually. 
Dwight Moore is President of the club, 
with F. B. Thompson, Vice President, and 
Joseph M. Dale, Secretary and Treasurer. 
The Executive Committee is made up of H. 
Elmer Gibb, Clarke Day, and J. E. Collins, 
while the Bench Show Committee has these 
members: Clair Foster, G. Edward Escher, 
J. E, Collins, Dr. J. E. De Mund, H. Elmer 
Gibb, Allan Pinkerton, Clurke Day, F. J. 
Trown, F. B. Thompson, Joseph M. Dale, 
and Dwight Moore. 

A large crowd wags present, particularly 
during the evening. The ring, where the 
dugs were shown, was the centre of all 
eyes. It ts divided into four parts, in which 
as many different classes were handled at 
the same time. C. G. Hopton of Orange, N. 
J., judged the bulk of the classes. Thomas 
Sheubrooks of Baltimore attended to the 
St. Bernards; G. Muss-Arnalt of Tuckahoe, 
N. Y., the great Danes, pointers, dachs- 
hunds, and beagles; Dr. H. Clay Grover of 
New York, setters; Mrs. E. Pulsifer, New 
Rochelle, N. Y., French bulldogs; Mrs. W. 
W. Hadley of New York, toy dogs; G. Gor- 
don Hammill of Stamford, Conn.; Irish 
terriers; G. M. Carnochan, Riverdale-on- 
Hudson, fox and Welsh terriers; Walter E.

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BEYOND THE DOMAIN OF LAW. 

In the accomplishment of the Adminis- 
tration's policy and purposes upon the 
isthmus of Panama events move 
Washington consistently, logically, and 
with the smoothness of a perfect piece 
of machinery. The President and his 
Cabinet advisers, so far as appears, are 
of one mind. Senator MorGan, the 
veterate opponent of all our meddling 
with Panama, is deposed from his Chair- 
manship of the Senate Committee of In- 
teroceanic Canals. Senator Hanna, the 
triumphant advocate of Panama, takes 
the attorney of the new Panama Canal 
Company of Paris up to see the Presi- 
dent, At the close of the interview, if 
press dispatches from Washington are 
trustworthy, the Ohio Senator declared 
that the President would be able to build 
the Panama Canal without asking Con- 
gress for fresh powers. The Spooner 
act suffices. 

Who could expect that any other view 
would be taken in Washington? When 
the President has taken the country so 
far and so swiftly along the path of law- 
lessness and of danger, why should he 
pause now to consult the representatives 
of the people? We are maturing our 
plans for building this canal across the 
State of Panama. Before the world, in 
its: relation to us even, that State is not 
yet severed from Colombia. We have at 
most acknowledged a de facto Govern- 
ment. Independence has not been estab- 
lished, and with all our haste, hurry, 
and recklessness we have not yet recog- 
nized it. 
ures with a firm mind and a sure hand 
to bring about its independence, and the 
prompt recognition and permanent pro- 
tection of the new republic must follow 
as logical consequences. Nevertheless, 
at the present moment we are actually 
planning to construct a canal through 
the territory of a sovereign State with- 
out its consent. Protests are heard, of 
course. Everybody is not asleep. All 
consciences are not benumbed. The 
sense of right and justice has not been 
altogether extinguished. But the Amer- 
ican people permit this perilous business 
to go on by not at once raising against 
it such a vgice of rebuke and denuncia- 
tion that even the most headstrong 
President would heed. 

In its essence, in fact and in law, the 
proceeding is one of conquest and spolia- 
tion, not one in which we are merely 
making good a treaty guarantee. The 
treaty of 1846 with New Granada was 
one for mutual advantage. In view of 
the weakness of New Granada and of 
our strength, we guaranteed that com- 
munication and commercial transit 
across the Isthmus should be open, safe, 
and convenient. The guarantee 
given and accepted for mutual benefit. 
We now execute that guarantee 
manner and by measures which rob the 
Republic of Colombia of her richest 
State. We and 
her revolted citizens by force and show 
of force sufficient to deter her from tak- 
ing effective measures to suppress the 
insurrection. We go beyond the strictly 
limited object of the guarantee, the 
maintenance of open communication, and 
prevent the Bogota Government from 
taking the military measures necessary 
to preserve and enforce its authority. 
Who would have the hardihood to say 
that the treaty contemplated any such 
situation as this? That the Government 
of New Granada could have intended to 
confer upon us powers and rights in the 
exercise of which we should dismember 
it is simply unthinkable; it is absurd. 

Treaties are essentially contracts of 
good faith. It is an established principle 
of international law that they must be 
interpreted in the sense of equity and of 
strict right. It is necessary, above all, to 
inquire what could have been, what 
must have been, the common intention of 
the contracting parties. Surely the 
most reckless defender of the Adminis- 
tration’s policy of adventure on the Isth- 
mus would not contend that New Gra- 
nada ever intended to confer upon us, un- 
der the treaty, rights which we could in 
any contingency lawfully employ to pro- 
tect insurgents against its authority, not 
merely along the line of a railroad and 
canal, but throughout a whole State. The 
negotiators of the treaty of 1846 could 
never have had in mind acts of inter- 
vention such as we are now perpetrat- 
ing. Ne South American republic would 
ever make a treaty of that kind; and in 
those old-fashioned days we ourselves 
should never have asked or by indirec- 
tion sought to acquire powers to be put 
to that dishonorable use. 

It is, then, an act of conquest in which 
W- are engaged, and conquest lies out- 
side the domain of law. If we had gone 
to the Isthmus with troops and men-of- 
war, if we had openly and with force of 
arms attacked the Colombians and driv- 
en them out, we should have acquired

The message of Mr. RooseveLt 
is an almost perfect statement of the 
reasons which should impel Congress to 
favorable action upon the treaty.

He is careful 
not to say that we are bound in honor to 
ratify it. Doubtless it would be difficult 
to prove that we have made such an un- 
reserved engagement. But he assures 
Congress that “a failure to enact such 
legislation would come perilously near a 
repudiation of the pledged faitfi of the 
Nation.” This is the plain truth of the 
matter, It is accepted as true by every 
friend of the treaty. It cannot be denied 
by the enemies of it.

Because Mr. Batrocur himself 
not long ago wrote an elaborate letter to 
prove that it was England’s business to 
abstain, in the Near Eastern question, 
and to give a free hand to Austria dnd 
Russia, who were chiefly concerned. On 
the other hand, every student of the Far 
Eastern question is aware that the pres- 
tige of Great Britain in the Far East has 
suffered much during the last. decade, 
and that her trade is in the way of suf- 
fering also, if something to the purpose is 
not soon done. To follow Russia, and 
even Germany, in taking up a “ sphere of 
influence "’ instead of insisting on her old 
demand for the integrity of China and 
the open door is by no means the way to

A QUESTION OF BUSINESS ETHICS. 

A few days ago word came from Phila- 
delphia that the venerable business house 
of D. LANvDRETH & Sons, seedsmen, had 
assigned. The announcement had un- 
usual interest from the fact that the con- 
cern had been continuously in trade for 
inore than a century, having been found- 
ed in 1784; also as raising, on the ex- 
planatory statement of counsel, a ques- 
tion of business

The statement to which we re- 
fer is as follows: 


There have been many changes in busi- 
ness methods in late years, but the firm 
has pursued old methods. They were kind 
and thoughtful for the men they employed. 
When the harvests were over and other em- 
ployers would have sent their workers off 
to get thiough the Winter as they might, 
the LANDRETHS tided them over the cold 
season, when there was little or nothing 
for the men to do. It was humane, and the 
tirm felt they could afford it. They were 
always on the best terms with their work- 
men, and the latter worked for them for 
years. When age finally overtook 
them the firm cid not ruthlessly turn them 
off, but kept them from want by small pen- 


sions.

The gratification which a person of 
kindly and generous instincts would nat- 
urally feel in this statement is somewhat 
tempered by the figures which accom- 
it.

OO). From this it would appear that the 
firm has been extremely liberal with the 
money of its creditors, and that if the 
reason for its bankruptcy is that, for the 
benefit of labor, it maintained a scale of 
expenditure for wages out of proportion 
to the net earnings of its business, it was 
generous only in the sense of being an 
almoner without authorization for the 
people whose money it thus disbursed, 
chiefly country banks in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. 

Accepting the explanation as made, it 
is pertinent to ask how far a business 
concern has the right to be generous in 
the matter of paying unearned wages— 
unless, indee@, it shall appear that for 
labor performed it pays less than that 
labor is worth, holding in reserve part of 
the price to support its workmen when 
involuntarily idle. This question has in- 
terest in view of the attitude of organ- 
ized labor ang its demand for full current 
participation in what is created by its 
co-operation with capital. Organized la- 
bor insists that the satisfaction of the 
wage earner in the matter of a generous 
living wage is paramount to any and 
every obligation on the part of the em- 
ployer. This loses sight of the fact that 
the paramount obligation of the business 
man is to pay his debts, and that he can- 
not do this if he permits his expenses to 
absorb his profits and erode his capital 
to the vanishing point. His first duty is 
to be just; his second to be generous. If 
be just and generous so 
much the better, but in the keen compe- 
tition of modern business this is not al- 
ways possible. Evidently it was impos- 
sible in the case of the firm mentioned,

and its effort to continue under the ex- 
isting wage system a relation in which 
the labor was a partner in prosperity and 
a dependent in adversity ended exactly 
as might have been expected. Organized 
labor has made that sort of relation im- 
possible—whether for the better or not is 
beside the fact. The fundamental error 
of its position is that it elects to eat its 
cake, and when it is gone it clamors for 
the share of others. 

There is food for thought and for prof- 
itable discussion in the facts above out- 
The duty of the employer to the 
Wage earner, popularly styled the duty 
of capital to labor, has been much de- 
bated. Perhaps it would promote a sat- 
isfactory conclusion if some consideration 
is given to the duty of the employer to 
his creditors and to himself. lt may be

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——That respectable people, all more or 
less eminent in church and business circles, 
shovid have Seen, some of them eager and 
the rest willing, to write letters and sign 
petitions literally by the hundreds to Judge 
NEWBURGER, asking, imploring, or demand- 
ing that he exercise especial clemency in 
sentencing the man PILDITCH, recently con- 
victed before him of huge thefts extending 
over a long course of years, is a phenom- 
enon that has been seen so often that it will 
excite no surprise, but familiarity with 
this curious possibility of human nature 
leaves it as mysterious as ever to those 
who attempt to explain it along the lines 
of reason and logic. For the excuses of- 
fered for Pripircn's crimes—his long and 
laborious presentation of an honest and 
pious exterior and his success in winning 
and keeping the respect and esteem of 
reputable friends and neighbors—might, in- 
deed, have been of some weight if he had 
committed a single offense under a sudden 
temptation or pressing necessity, but in the 
circumstances they only aggravated his 
guilt, and the facts presented in his favor 
were only added arguments for severity of 
punishment, since they convicted PripiTcu 
of a deliberate criminality the character 
of which he thoroughly understood, and of 
an elaborate hypocrisy that placed him, not 
above, but far below, the ordinary thief or 
pickpocket who engages in an open war 
with society. The only explanation that 
can be imagined for the course of his ad- 
vocates is the existence in their minds of a 
queer notion that men moving in their own 
circle cannot really be guilty of crimes 
commonly associated with another social 
stratum, or else of a feeling that even if 
they are so guilty, still they should not be 
subjected to the disgrace heaped upon poor 
and ignorant offenders. Of course, nobody 
in any class would confess to entertaining 
such a notion or to having such a feeling, 
but men often act upon instincts and im- 
pulse which they would not venture to de- 
fine and condemn when defined by others. 
if, however, the people who vainly brought 
much influence and pressure to hear 
upon Judge NEWBURGER really had any 
good reason for proceeding as they did, 
why didn't they offer it instead of the ob- 
viously absurd reasons that very properly 
excited the Judge’s indignation? 
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-——Once more, and only once—unless we 
feel like it—whales and their spoutings. A 
New Yorker who evidently knows a whole 
lot and has a great pity for the ignorant, 
writes to us as follows: *‘ The animal to 
which you refer is not a whale, but a por- 
poise. The whale has two holes in his 
head, the porpoise but one. The whale 
spouts two columns of water, and the por- 
poise only air. The columns sent up by 
the whale are distinct volumes of solid 
water, which fall on his back. The only 
water elevated by the porpoise is what 
has lodged in the cavity of the head, to- 
gether with what the air may cause to 
arise from the sea. The animals seen by 
Messrs. DANIELS and BULLEN were purely 
porpoises, not whales. I myself have seen 
these animals off the coast of Brazil, wHere 
they reach a length, apparently, of thirty- 
five to fifty feet and are from fifteen to 
eighteen feet in breadth.

~—~—According to The Post-Intelligencer 
of Seattle, legislation is more effective in 
improving manners than in reforming 
morals. Our distant neighbor is moved to 
make this rather surprising statement by 
the stories it has received about an usher 
in a New York theatre who, when a wo- 
man in the audience refused to remove her 
hat, expressed aloud the opinion that the 
obstinate one was ‘‘no lady,” and was 
knocked down by her escorting male as a 
hint that the opinion was mistaken. 
“There is,’ says The Post-Intelligencer, 
‘a perfectly simple and practicable meth- 
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od of regulating this particular matter, 
and it has been tried on the Pacific Coast 
with distinguished success. It is impos- 
sible for any one in a Seattle andience to 
be so inconvenienced and irritated as were 
the people in this instance, for the reason 
that the law requires all hats to be re- 
moved in places of public entertainment.” 
Then comes the statement that while it 
is almost impossible to regulate morals by 
statute, manners are a different matter, 
“upon which thete is greater unity of 
opinion than upon drinking and gambling,” 
and therefore they are just the thing for 
legislators to exercise their talents and 
powers upon.’ We are not going to deny 
that the anti-theatre hat law works well 
on the Pacific Coast, or even to assert that 
it wouldn't work well here, but still it is a 
source of satisfaction to us that our own 
legislators have not yet set themselves up 
as arbiters of social customs and conven- 
tions. And, anyhow, without the compul- 
sion of a law drafted by the Chesterfields 
who assemble at Albany, practieally all 
New York women have given up the habit 
of wearing their hats in theatres—which 
was much nicer of them than it would 
have been to do the same thing because a 
policeman had been authorized to see that 
they did it. Seattle is all right, and New 
York is all right-—on the theatre hat ques- 
tion; and if the two attain rightness by dif- 
ferent paths, what's the odds? 

——Dowlkr, departed from this city’s un- 
lamenting, midst, seems to have had bet- 
ter luck at the White House than he had 
in the New York City Hall. At least his 
interview with the President was longer 
than the one accorded to him by Mayor 
Low, and apparently it was more cordial, 
for before it ended “ Elijah’’ had prom- 
ised his valuable support to the President 
next year, and he wouldn't have done that 
if his advances had been as icily received 
as they were by the Mayor.

carries a man so far. What the effect on 
Dowie himself of Presidential toleration 
may be is another matter, not quite so 
pleasant to consider. He has enough van- 
ity as it is, and needs no new excuses for 
self-importance. 


BISHOP GRAFTON AND THE JEWS 
IN RUSSIA. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A report of an interview in your paper of 
Monday does me an unintentional injustice 
and so thoroughly misstates my views in 
one important particular that I must ask of 
you the insertion of this denial of a state- 
ment made in it. I am reported as saying 
that ‘“‘the Russian knows that the only 
way to save Russia from Jewish domina- 
tion is to persecute.” I never made any 
such statement, and I believe it to be ut- 
terly untrue. 

A racial difficuity exists in Russia which 
the Government regrets as much as Ameri- 
cans can. 
vent its breaking out in some cases, under 
peculiar provocatio..s, into unlawful acts, 
any more than we can always prevent mob 
violence or lynching. No one has a higher 
respect for the best side of the Hebrew 
race than myself. But it is a race, as 
their own writers have forcibly said, more 
dual in its characteristics nan any other. 
There has always been the nobly heroic 
type of an abraham in it, along with the 
cratty, wealth-gettine spirit of Jacob. If 
the Russian peasantrv had not in some 
localities fallen into the remorseless grip 
of the Jewish money lender, the antago- 
nism otherwise caused would not have been 
so violent. The Government seeks to re- 
ress, not encourage, the strife, and I have 
1eard of a number of cases where the 
Russian clergy at the peril of their own 
lives, have, to prevent bloodshed, stuvd be- 
tween the contending parties. 

The religious and political proolems of 
East are different from our own, and we 
should not give too ready a credence to ac- 
cusations against so friendly a nation as 
Russia, but also, knowing what a large 
béam we have in our own eye, be carefully 
charitable in our judgments. With a lib- 
eralitv in some respects greater than that 
allowed by our own, the Russian Govern- 
ment protects the members of the different 
religious bodies in their own religious priv- 
fleges and rights. If, for example, a Rus- 
sian subject is a Mosuammedan, he is al- 
lowed, according to his religion, to have 
more wives than one. If he is a Jew, he 
can divorce his wife for barrenness, accord- 
ing to old Hebrew custom. The State pro- 
tects itself against frauds by not allowing 
the proselytizing from one sect to another. 
One may join the national orthodox church, 
but then he must come under the strictness 
of its disciplinary customs and laws. ‘ 

Allow me to add that if the English nation 
is the most practical, the French at once 
the most logical and most artistic, the Ger- 
man the most learned and intellectual, the 
Russian people are the most orthodox and 
religious. The nation may be poorer and 
not so advanced, though rapidly advancing, 
in the ways of modern civilization, but her 
religion never suffered from the effects of 
the feudal system or from the rationalizing 
effects of scholasticism as did the West of 
Europe, and to-day the orthodox Russian 
Church, wita its ninety more millions of 
adherents, its godly and able hierarchy, its 
four great acauemies, and multiplied semi- 
naries of learning, its missionary _ spirit, 
with its unbroken traditions of primitive 
faith and worship, presents a standard of 
Christian belief and practice from which 
our American Christianity might learn

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NEW MUSEUM AT HARVAR 


Germanic Collection Presented by 
the Charge d’Affaires. , 


Kaiser’s Gift Soon to be Supplemented 
by Silversmiths’ Work and His- 








toric Library. 





CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 10.—The Ger- 
manic Museum at Harvard University pro- 
posed years ago by eminent German-Amer- 
icans and fostered by Emperor William of 
Germany and Prince Henry of Prussia was 
dedicated to-day. Within the museum are 
valuable gifts from Emperor William, 
Prince Henry, and other distinguished Ger- 
mans. 

The gifts were presented formally to-day 
to the university and the Germanic Mu- 
Baron Von dem 
and accepted by 


seum Association by 
Bussche-Hadenhatsen, 
President Eliot on the part of the univer- 
sity by Prof. Kuno-Francke for the mu- 
seum and Carl Schurz for the association. 

The exercises took place in the new lect- 
ure hall. Prof. Hans C. G. Von Jagemaun 
presided, delivering an address in which 
he said that the purpose of the museum 
was “‘to give our students a true con- 
ception of what Germany stands for in 
modern civilization, what her ideals have 
been, and what she had contributed to ile 
world’s best intellectual possessions.” 

Baron Von dem Bussche-Hadenhausen 
then presented the gifts of the German 
Emperor, speaking in part as follows: 

“It is certainly not an accident that this 
great country and my fatherland are stand- 
ing side by side in the front rank of modern 
civilization and progress; that both are 
displaying vitality and energy to a partic- 
ular degree. Germans and the great bulk 
of the American people are closely linked 
together by ties of common origin, as the 
great majority of the inhabitants of this 
country have Germanic and a very large 
part even German blood in their veins. 

“Not only have numbers of Americans 
lived and studied in Germany for many 
years, but there have been and there are 
still many Germans teaching in the intel- 
lectual centres of the New World, of 
which Harvard, which has given birth to 
s0 many of your great characters of public 
life and science, is the most ancient and 
the most important. 

‘When I pointed out before that German 
science had greatly influenced the intel- 
lectual development of this country, I 
wish to acknowledge that at the present 
time Germany is receiving much in return 
from the United States. 
ra But if it is true that there is much for 
Germany to learn in the United States, it 
is equally obvious, on the other hand, that 
the foundations of modern civilization can 
only be studied from written and other 
documents, dating from past centuries, in 
the possession of which Germany, among 
all countries of Europe, is particulariy 
fortunate. 

“To facilitate the study of these docu- 
ments as they appear in all such monu- 
ments which the industrv and the .enius 
of past German generations have created, 
the idea was conceived to build up on 
this side of the ocean a museum which 
would enable the study of the development 
of German sculptural art from the very 
commencement of its existence. 

* When his Majesty the German Emperor 
heard of what was being contempiated 
he became very much interested in the 
project, and gladly seized the opportunity 
to contribute to so important a work. He 
sent to Harvard University a collection of 
reproductions of typical German sculptural 
monuments, from the eleventh to the 
eighteenth century, hoping that they well 
kindle the interest and encourage in the 
United States the study of the sculpture 
of our ancestors, who, to a great extent, 
are your ancestors as well, 

“It is my pleasant duty to-day formally 
to hand over to Harvard University, in the 
name of his Majesty the German Emperor, 
this fine collection. And I am happy to 
couple with this formal presentation of the 
Emperor's gift the announcement of two 
cther gifts which are about to be made to 
Harvard University. 

“A year ago last April, after the friend- 
ly reception of his Royal Highness Prince 
Henry of Prussia by the people of the 
United States, there was formed in Berlin 
a committee of leading men of science, art, 
literature, and finance, with the view of 
supplementing the Emperor's donation by a 
gift from the German people. 

“The committee, which included 
names as Virchow, Mommsen—both, alas, 
new departed—Harnack, Paulsen, Schone, 
Lessing, and Wildenbruch, decided upon a 
collection of galvanoplastic reproductions 
of representative works of German goid 
and silver work from the fifteenth to the 
end of the eighteenth century. 

“This costly collection, consisting of over 
thirty large and some twenty smaller 
pieces, all of them specimens of the best 
workmanship of three centuries, is now 
nearly completed, and I have been author- 
ized on this day to state that by the end 
of the year this gift of the German people 
will be in the possession of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

‘It is most gratifying that still another 
side of German life is to be represented by 
a gift which comes from your own midst. 
] refer to the most welcome donation of 
19,000 books on the history of Germany and 
of German civilization, which Prof. Archi- 
hald Cary Coolidge is to make to Harvard 
College as a memorial to the visit of Prince 
Henry of Prussia to the university in 1902. 
His Majesty the Emperor, as well as his 
Royal Highness Prince Henry, are greatly 
pleased with this thoughtful recognition of 
their interest in the cause which brings ‘1s 
together here to-day, and I have the honor 
of being the messenger of their apprecia- 
tion and thanks.” ; 5 

President Fliot responded in behalf of the 
university. He referred to “the generous 
and suggestive act of his Majesty the Ger- 
man Emperor,’ and said: ‘* That act was 
unique in the history of this university, 
and indeed in the history of education.” 

Other addresses were made, after which 
there was a reception and tea at Phillins 
Brooks House. A ’ 

A cablegram received by President Eliot 
from former German Ambassador von Hot%- 
leben was read. It said: ‘‘ Prosperity and 
success to the Germanic Mvseum—the new- 
est milestone of German-American friend- 
ship. Harvard forever.” 

Letters also were read from Prof. A. C. 
Coolidge of Harvard University announcing 
his gift of 10,00@C volumes of German his- 
torical works to the Harvard University 
Library, to be called the Hohenzollern Co!- 
lection in commemoration of the recent 
visit of Prince Henry, and of 55 galvano- 
plastic reproductions of the German silver- 
smiths’ art from the Middle Ages to ihe 
eighteenth century from German scholars, 
high officials, and successful men of af- 
fairs. . 

Guests from all pairts_of the country. in- 
cluding representative Germans from Bos- 
ton and cther cities, were present.

Duplicates of Famous German Silver 
Pieces to be Sent to the Har- 
vard Museum. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10.—An_ exhibition 
opened to-day at the Museum of Industrial 
Art of the objects presented to Harvard's 
Germanic Museum as supplemental to Em- 
peror William's gift. 

The collection is the result of the efforts 
of Prof. Kuno Francke of Harvard Univer- 
sity in interesting German artists, scien- 
tists, and capitalists in the Germanic Mu- 
seum as a means of displaying the Father- 
land's art treasures in the United States 
and strengthening the ties between the two 
countries. The money required was quietly 
collected, and the Royal Museum of Indus- 
trial Art was intrusted to carry out the 
wishes of the givers. 

It was decided to select the goldsmiths’ 
work from the twelfth to the seventeenth 
centuries for illustration, and replicas of 
fifty-five cups of various designs and basins 
and dishes were made by an electroplating 
process to compose the gift. 

The articles chiefly are from the work of 
Nuremberg and Augsburg goldsmiths of the 

eriod when this art was at its maturity. 

any of these objects now are in possession 
of princely houses, municipalities, and mu- 
seums. 

Emperor William has permitted the re- 

roduction of several of the finest pieces in 

is collection, including the so-called Em- 
eror’s Cup of the_sixteenth century; by 

Jenzel Jamitzer of Nuremberg. The Kings 
of Wutemberg and Saxony also have per- 
mitted copies to be made of some of their 
treasures. 

The largest group consists of sixteen 
pieces, from the Town Hall of Luenenburg, 
now in possession of the Berlin Museum. 
Among the famous pieces are the so-called 
Landschadenbund Cup, from the Museum of 
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Graz; the Luthér Cup, presented to the re- 
tormer upon his marriage, by the Witten- 
berg Town Councti!, and the Corvinus Cup 
which King Corvinus of Hungary presente 
to the Vienna Council in 1462. 

-The reproductions are so successful that 
an expert scarcely can detect the difference 
from the originals. The <oliection will re- 
main on exhibition here far a week and wiil 
be sent to Harvard in a fortnight. 


SUCCEEDS JUDGE MATTICE. 


Gov. Odell Names Controller Miller for 
Vacancy—Kelsey for Controller. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 10.—Gov. Odell to- 
day appointed State Controller Nathan L. 
Miller as a Justice of the Supreme Court. 
for the Sixth Judicial District, to succeed 
Justice Burr Mattice, who died recently. 
Controller Miller, when .the appointment 
was announced, said: 

“TI shall remain in the Controller's office 
until near the end of this week so as to 
straighten out my affairs. I belleve my 


present deputy, Mr. Otto Kelsey, will be my 
successor in office.”’ 

Gov. Odell said that he would not appoint 
Mr. Miller’s successor until the Controller 
actually retired, but gave it to be under- 
stood that Mr. Kelsey would be named. 








Nathan L. Miller, who for some years 
had been Chairman of the Cortland County 
Republican General Committee, was ap- 
pointed State Controller in the Fail of 
1M1, to succeed Erastus C. Knight, elected 
Mayor of Buffalo.

rated from the older body.

EXILES PETITION CZAR 


Finns Present Their Grievance to 
Him in Darmstadt. 


Memorial Charges Minister von Plehve 
with Deceiving Him to Misrule and 
Oppress Their Race. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10.—While the Czar ‘of 
Russia was at Darmstadt recently a com- 
mittee of expelled Finns, composed of Count 
Mannerheim, Eugen Wolff, and the Rev. 
Magnus Roséndal, the well-known writer 
and speaker, endeavored to secure an audi- 
ence with his Majesty for the purpose of 
presenting a memorial. The Czar refused 
to grant the audience, but accepted the 
memorial, the text of which is published 
here to-day. The memorial says in part: 

“Your Majesty's consent to the anti-Fin- 
nish measures of the Russian Government 
Was secured by Minister von Plehve’s false 
interpretation of the laws and distortion 
of the facts. 

“The measures adopted in the past five 
years have undermined the independence 
end impartiaiity of the courts, substitut- 
ing therefor the arbitrary wishes of the 
Governor. Also State officials now act at 
the behest of the Governor, and do not as 
formerly, have the tenure of their positions 
fixed according to the value of their setv- 
ices. The old right of prosecuting officiais 
for infringements of the law has been abol- 
ished, and another evil is that offices in 
Finland have been given to Russians who 
are ignorant of the laws and civil condi- 
tions of the country, as well as of the 
language, 

“The military law sanctioned by 
Majesty’s grandfather, with the assurance 
that it would remain in force until consti- 
tutionally abolished, has been removed by 
a one-sided Government decree, which com- 
pels Finnish youth to serve in Russian reg- 
iments, and the native language has been 
illegally suppressed in administrative chan- 
nels. Under the old Finnish Constitution 
the Governor was President of the Senate. 
This system, sanctioned a hundred 


ago by Alexander I., operated satisfacto- 
viiy, but the Governor, now wholly inde- 
pendent of the Senate and Constitution, has 
almost unlimited powers. ‘i 

“All rights guaranteed by Alexander I. 
and reiterated by his successors, as well as 
the reforms instituted by the latter aro 
now broken to fragments in order to make 
room for autocratic government. In the 
earlier years of your Majesty's reign, the 
confidence of the Finnish people remained 
unshaken in the belief that their rights 
would be preserved, and that they couid 
continue to discharge their duties toward 
Russia and the crown. Now, however, all 
this is reversed, and unrest and discop- 
tent prevail everywhere 

“The Governor has carried his dictatorial 

wer to the greatest extreme. He out- 

ws law-abiding citizens who refuse obe- 
dience to unconstitutional edicts, pursues 
them as criminals, and arrests and im- 
prisons them. 

“The citizens are subjected to a shame- 
ful system of espionage, their houses 
searched and themselves even expelled 
from the country at the behest of the Gov- 
ernor. Indeed, those subordinates of the 
Governor who were honorable officials, en- 
oying the fullest confidence of the people, 
ave been removed from their positions in 
fenor numbers, and often succeeded by

A 
condition exists in Finland similar to that 
which obtains when a hostile army invades 
a country.

The memorialists say that Minister Von 
Plehve’s assertion that the Finns are be- 
ginning to have confidence in the new sys- 
tem is false, Referring to what the memor- 
jalists call the “‘sophisms’’ of Minister 
Von Plehve in justifying the overthrow of 
Finnish laws they say: 

“Your Majesty, it is this systematic dis- 
tortion of the truth which forces us to 
speak out. Our forced separation from our 
fatherland has not severed the bonds unit- 
ing us to it, and does not render us unfit 
witnesses of the bitter discontent prevailing 
there since arbitrary oppression has be- 
come the aim of the Government’s policy.” 

The memorial is signed by about thirty 

rominent Finns who have been expelled 

y the Russian Government. 


MACEDONIA DISTRUSTFUL. 


Skeptical About Austro-Russian Reform 
Plan—Demand on Porte Renewed— 
Distress at Monastir. 


TONDON TimEs—NEwW YorK TIMwes 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—Distress in the 
Valiyyet of Monastir is more severe than 
Was generally supposed, says the corre- 
spondent of The Times at Sofia. At 
Rezen there is the utmost misery, and in 
the western districts of Okhrida condi- 
tions are even worse. 

At Rezen several women to whom 
blankets were distributed were subse- 
quently deprived of them by soldiers. 

Ten Bulgarian peasants who surren- 
dered their arms under a promise of par- 
don were attacked and murdered by 
Bashi-Bazouks while returning to their 
village. 

There is extreme skepticism among all 
classes in Macedonia with regard to the 
Austro-Russian plan of reform. The of- 
ficial classes rely upon the diplomatic 
ability of the Sultan to defeat it, while 
the revolutjonaries will not lay down 
their arms until they are given the guar- 
antee of united Europe against Turkish 
vengeance. The general impression is 
that matters will remain much as they 
are for an indefinite period. 

A search for arms throughout the 
Valiyyet of Monastir has been conducted 
with the utmost vigor, says the corre- 
spondent of The Times at Monastir. In 
some cases gr cruelty has been evi- 
dently exercised, and it is evident that 
a great amount of fighting has occurred, 
judging by the quantity of loot and the 
number of wou:ded soldiers. 

Turkish officials say that the Valiyyet 
is absolutely quiet, that disturbances 
have been few, and th ¢ the existing dis- 
tress has been amply met by the Sul- 
tan’s grant of a million francs. Many 
of the revolutionists, it is declared, have 
accepted the -‘mnesty granted to those 
bringing in arms, but many refuse it, 
fearing that if the dogs are killed the 
wolves will prove a terror to their 
homes. 


KAISER MUST TALK LESS. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10.—A bulletin on the con- 
dition of Emperor William, issued this 
morning at the new palace, Potsdam, says 
there is a slow improvement in the appear- 
ance of the left vocal cord and adds that 
the Emperor to-day resumed his usual 
morning walk in the park. The bulletin is 
signed by Drs. von Leuthold, Moritz 
Schmidt, and Ilberg. 

The Emperor walked out twice to-day 


and transacted business with the Chief of 
the Naval Staff and the chiefs of his pri- 
vate military and naval Cabinets. 

The morning bulletin was not supplement- 
ed by other details. Importance is no 
longer attached to the Emperor's wound by 
the Court officials, who consider that pub- 
lic concern can best be allayed by not say- 
ing anything except what is contained in 
the bulletins. 

The Emperor will have to abstain from 
much public speaking in the future. The

His 
Majesty, as is well known, talks much in 
public, addressing the guests at dinners 
Set mvenking to large open-air companies 
at the unveiling of monuments, launchings, 
and reviews of troops.

THE VENEZUELAN TRIBUNAL. 


Some Awards That Government Is 
Ready to Pay Within Three Years— 
Arguments Continued. 


THE HAGUE, Kov. 10.—Judge Penfield, 
Solicitor of the United States State Depart- 
ment, continuing his argument to-day be- 
fcre the Venezuelan Arbitration Tribunal, 
declared that the maxim that war gave 
preferential rights had long been aban- 
doned, and the American Government was 
now confident that the decision of the tri- 
bunal would be in accordance with the 
clearest principles of justice and right. 

Dr. José Paul, one of the Venezuelan rep- 
resentatives on the mixed commission and 
representative and counsel for Venezuela 
before the tribunal, said Venezuela accepted 
responsibility for all of Minister Bowen's 
acts in behalf of Venezuela from December, 
1902, to the present. He reviewed the 
awards of the mixed commission and said 
the admitted claims would be paid in three 
years. ; 

Dr. Paul said that the mixed commission 
had examined a majority of the claims, 
and had made the following awards: 

To France, $540,000, as against a claim of 
$3,609,000; to Germany, $334,000, as against 
a claim of 81,200,000; to Great Britain, 
$120,000, as against a claim of $225,000, 
while the claims of Great Britain for com- 
pensation amouhting to $1,500,000 in re- 
spect of railways was still under examina- 
ticn. The mixed commission awarded 
Spain S380,000, though that country claimed 
$2,500,000, The claim of the United States 
was for $15,300,000, but $513,000 was 
awarded, while the examination of a_por- 
tion of these claims amounting to $6,270,000 
has not been as yet completed. 

Dr. Paul said that Venezuela opposed 
the payment of the Mexican debt of $525,- 
OO), and of the Belgian claim of $2,877,500 
in regard to the Caracas waterworks, out 
of the assigned 30 per cent. of the customs 
duties, these being part of Venezuela's pub- 
lic debt. Placing the annual yield of 30 
per cent, of customs at $4,000,000, the 
claims admitted would be paid in three 
years. , : 

M. Woeste for Belgium commenced his re- 
plies to the points raised in the opening 
speeches. He protested against the attitude 
of Venezuela in refusing to recognize the 
authority and decisions of the mixed com- 


mission. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The State De- 
partment’s advices indicate that nearly all 
on the international claims commissions 
have wound up their work at Caracas, the 
American commission having only two cases 
to consider. When these commissions con- 
clude their work the awards declared will 
await the decision of The Hague tribunal 
as to the order in which they are to be 

aid. 

, A cablegram received at the department 
to-day from Caracas states that the Amer- 
ican and Venezuelan Claims Commission 
has declared an award of $75,000 in the 
Rudloff claim. This claim was based on the 
violation by the Venezuelan Government of 
a concession granted to the claimants to 
establish and maintain a market in Caracas. 


GRATEFUL TO MR. CARNEGIE. 

THE HAGUE, Nov. 10.—Secretary Gen- 
erai Ruyssenaers has cabled to Andrew 
Carnegie in behalf of the arbitrators and 
others connected with the Venezuelan case 
expressing gratitude for his generous con- 
tribution to the cause of peace. .

PEARY TALKS OF HIS WORK. 


Says in London Address That North 
Pole and Panama Are Natural 
American Boundaries. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—Commander Peary 
and. the members of the Naval Commission 
recently appointed by President Roosevelt 
to examine the naval barracks of  for- 
eign countries, returned to London this 
afternoon from Portsmouth, Osborne, and 
Whale Island, in which places they in- 
spected the naval quarters. Commander 
Peary said that neither he nor any of the 
other members of the commission was 
prepared to give out any statement concern- 
ing their observations. 

Commander Peary and his associates, with 
the members of the Royal Geographical 
Society, were the guests of Sir Clements 
Markham at a dinner to-night prior to 
Commander Peary’s lecture before’ the 
Royal Geographical Society. 

Commander Peary’s lecture before the 
Royal Geographical Society to-night was 
in the presence of Ambassador Choate, Sec- 
retary White, and many other distinguished 
persons. After reviewing his previous at- 
tempts to reach the North Pole, Peary said 
his future plans were based on the belief 
that the Smith Sound route was the only 
practicable one, 

He wished to win the pole for América, be- 
cause it was the last great geographical 
prize the world had to offer, and it was 
peculiarly an object of American pride and 
patriotism. America was now negotiating 
for the Isthmus of Panama. The other 
natura! and logical boundary to her destiny 
was the North Pole, 

He hoped by winning the pole for his 
country to appropriately crown her four 
centuries of struggle, heroism, and achieve- 
ment,

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 10.~-The Court of 
‘Appeals to-day affirmed the conviction of 
Al, Adams of New York City, tht® so- 
called “ Pol&y King,” and he must com- 
plete the sentence which he has been serv- 


- ing in Sing Sing Prison since April. 


The grounds of Adams's appeal, con- 
ducted by T. Laflin Kellogg, involved an 
attack upon the constitutionality of the 
-anti-policy law, as well as the contention 
that Adams's persona! rights were violated, 

Mr. Kellogg contended that by the recep- 
tion in evidence of Adams's private papers, 
secured in the raid upon Adams's real es- 
tate office, which had no relation whatever 
to the game of policy, Adams's constitu- 
tional right to be secure in his person, 
@Papers, and effects against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, will be violated. 
Mr. Kellogg also insisted that Adams was 
thereby compelled to be a witness against 
‘himself, in violation not only of the State, 
but of the Federal Constitution. Mr. Kel- 
loge further contended that the law under 


.. which Adams was convicted is unconstitu- 


tional in that it declared the’ possession 
of a policy slip to be prima facie presump- 
tion of guilt, thereby taking away the 
right of trial by jury, and that its exemp- 
tion of “public officers”’ from such pre- 
Sumption created an unconstitutional dis- 
crimination. 

In its opinion, written by Judge Bartlett, 


» the court holds with the Appellate Division 


that the manner in which evidence is ob- 
tained has no effect upon its admissibility 
in a criminal case; that if the defendant 
Was subjected to illegal search or seizure 
he has his redress by means not involved in 
the criminal case. 

As to the exemption of “ public officers,” 
the court holds that a reasonable interpre- 
tation, of the law would deprive this dis- 
crintination of any undue effect. The de- 
fendant, it is held, was not compelled in 
any undue degree to testify against himself 


* by the seizure of his private papers, and 
br ere was no error in his trial and convic- 
on.

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NEW. COMMISSIONS RULING. 


Decision by Judge Somerville May Clear 
Off 2,000 Pending Cases. 


A new decision on the much disputed 
question of commissions was handed down 
resterday by the Board of United States 
Seneral’ Appraisers. It was written by 
fudge Henderson M. Somerville, and con- 
surred in by General Appraiser Fischer. A 
lissenting opinion was filed by Judge 
Byron S. Waite. .This decision, if not ap- 
pealed from will clear up nearly 2,000 sus- 
pended cases now on the files of the board. 

The protestants were Lahey & Duncan 
%f New York, and their protest is against 
the action of the Collector in adding to the 
lutiable value of the goods an item of 
about 2% per cent., which they claimed 
Was @ commission paid to their European 
purchasing agents. The local appraiser had 
previously passed the invoice with this com- 


mission deducted. Judge Somerville in his 
opinion quotes many decisions, both of the 

of Appraisers and the courts. He 
says: 

The report of the Collector shows that this ad- 
dition was made upon a mere inspection of the 
invoice, and upon the theory that the invoice 
itself failed to show that the commission was 
paid to a.commissionaire, or to a person other 
than the seller of the merchandise. He accord- 
ingly treated the so-called commission as part of 
the invoice value that was subject to duty. We 
think it entirely ciear that the ground assigned 
by the Collector for this action is unsupported in 
law. It is the universal practice of shippers and 
importers in making out invoices and entries to 
specify items of commission without stating the 
mame of the person to whom such commission 
Was paid; and there seems to be no law or regu- 
lation which requires any one to make such 
statement. 

The remedy of the Collector in this case was, 
in our judgment, to call for a reappraisement of 
the goods if he was dissatisfied with the con- 
clusion reached by the local appraiser, to the 
effect that the foreign market value of the 

iS Was the entered value, from which the 
mporter had excluded the item of commission.

LAKE SUPERIOR TRAFFIC. 


Large Increase Up to the Preseut in 
the Tonnage Handled. 
Special io The New York Times. 

DULUTH, Nov. 10,-Lake Superior did an 
unexpectedly large volume of business in 
October. The traffic of the lake was 4,476,- 
000 tons, making this year to Nov. 31, 370,- 
000 tons. For the same period of 1902 it 
was 439,000 tons less, and for the corre- 
sponding months of 1901 it was 6,837,000 
tons smaller than for the present season. 

Lake business will undoubtedly be far 
less from now to the close than a year ago, 
So the volume of traffic of 1902, which was 
35,961,000 tons, may not be surpassed, pos- 
sibly not be reached, this year. Of the total 
this year to date iron ore made up 20,538,000 
tons, flour 6,252,000 barrels, lumber 857,- 
325,000 feet, grain of all kinds 61,680,000 
bushels, and coal 6,331,466 tons. 

The only canal to be compared with that 
at the Sault, connecting Lake Superior 
with _the lower lakes of the inland seas, is 
the Suez. Its traffic for the full year of 
1902, according to the official reports, was 
3,807 ships, of a net tonnage of 11,248,413. 
Corresponding figures for the Sault from 
April _to_ November, 1903, are 16,815 ships 
and 25,275,592 tons. Four years ago these 
two canals did an equivalent volume of 
business.

LIQUOR DEALERS T0 
RAISE DEFENSE FUND 


Local Trade Approves National 
Scheme for Special Stamps. 


Proceeds to be Used for Promoting Fa- 
vorable Legislation — Fritz Lindin- 
ger Resigns Local Presidency. 


At. a meeting yesterday of the Central 
Organization of the New York Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association at Terrace Garden, Fritz 
Lindinger resigned as President. Martin 
Kane, who has acted as First Vice Presi- 
dent ‘of the association for a 
years, was elected President, subject to a 
final election at the January meeting of the 
association. The resignation of Mr. Lind- 
inger followed his election to the Presiden- 
cy of the State Association last September. 

The meeting formulated plans for extenJ- 
ing the scope of the Liberty Assdciation, 
which has for its purpose the organization 
of ‘bakers, butchers, pretzel makers, and 
all manufacturers of liquor dealers’ sup- 
plies into a National association. It was 
announced that organizations would 
formed in every city in the United States, 
which would follow in the footsteps of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association. 

At the meeting yesterday the association 
passed a resolution similar to that adopted 
by the recent National convention, approv- 
ing a plan to place on all packages of 
Jiquors or beer stamps or labels from a 
penny to 5 cents for the purpose of raising 
a defense fund to bé used in promoting 
legislation in the interests ot the liquor 
dealers. The resolution, which was in the 
form of a letter addressed to liquor dealers 
throughout the country, was presented by 
P.-H. Nolan, chief organizer, and was in 
part as follows: 

** Of late vears those opposed to the trade 
have turned their attention more generally 
to Congress, hoping through that body to 
make their efforts and influence more ef- 
‘feetual against the trade generally. 
passage by Congress of the law abolishing 
the army canteen was an instance in point, 
as also the act of the last Congress forbid- 
ding the saie ef liquor in any part of tne 
Capitol Building at Washington. 

“They are now striving to secure the 
passage of bills prohibiting such traffic in 
er adjacent to any building or property be- 
longing to the Government, wherever situ- 
ated, and others of like character. To de- 
feat all such measures, if possible, a 
part of the onerous work devolving upon 
this National association. 

“Then there are measures of relief from 
existing oppressive laws which the entire 
trade urgently demands, and for the pas- 
Bage of which this association is expected 
to spare no time, energy, or legitimate and 
honorable influence; as, for instance, we 


are demanding a reduction of the tex on 
distilled spirits from $1.10 a gallon to the 
more reasonable rate of 70 cents. 

“After nearly a dozen years of steady 
work in the interest of the trade the asso- 
ciation has establishedeitself not only in 
the confidence of all dealers, but has won 
the universal recegnition and respect of all 
air-minded people, and is now in a posi-

BRIDGE STEEL CONTRACT LET. 


Lindenthal, on Advice of Corporation 
Counsel, Places Order for Black- 
well’s Island Structure. 


Being advised by Corporation Counsel 
Rives that the order to show cause pro- 
ceedings did not in any way act as a stay 
1o letting the ccntract for the steel super- 
structure of the Blackwell's Island Bridge, 
zs-no temporary injunction had been grant- 
ed by Justice Amend when he issued the 
order, Bridge Commissioner Lindenthal yes- 
terday awarded the contract to the Penn- 
eylvania Steel Company for $5,132,985. It 
fs one of the largest individual steel con- 
tracts ever let by the city. 

Justicé Clarke in the Supreme Court later 
heard arguments of counsel on an applica- 
tion of Daniel S. Sanborn, a taxpayer of 
Flushing, for an injunction restraining the 
Commissioner from awarding this contract. 
(Mr. Sanborn’s action was based on the 


claim that the revised Lindenthal plans are 
uot legal, and that only the original plans, 
repured in 1899 and approved by the Van 

Vyck Bridge Commission and the Board of 
Public Improvements, are legal. 

Justice Clarke said that he thoughr the 

fact that the contract had been awarded 
before the motion for an injunction was 
made put the plaintiff out of court, but re- 
quested both sides to submit briefs on the 
points of law involved. 
, During the argument, when H. C. Ingra- 
ham, who represented Mr. Sanborn, was 
asked -by Justice Clarke why the applica- 
tion was delaved until this late day, he re- 
sponded that his client was a Fusionist, and 
did not want to bring the motion before 
election. as it might injure the chances of 
‘Mayor Low for re-election. 


GIRL HE LOVED GETS $2,500. 


The $2,500 for which the life of Herman 
©. Heinrich was insured is to go to the 
girl he loved, Miss Freda Von Schuckmann, 
according to a decision handed down yes- 
terday by Justice Davis in the Supreme 
Court. Mr. Heinr:ch had made the assign- 
gent of the policy to her “in considera- 
tion of natural love and affection,”’ on Aug 


14, 1900. Walter R. Heinrich, the admin- 
istrator of the estate, claimed the money 


belonged to the estate, and Miss Von 
@&chuckmann brought the action to recover. 

The administrator's defense was that 
Miss Schuckmann did not return “ naturai 


Jove and affection "’ in consideration of the 
policy, but instead practiced a fraud by 
pretending to love him when she did not 
and agreeing to marry him, but breaking 
that agreement when she thought the policy 
had. not been assigned to her. 

Justice Davis says that the evidence shows 
that the plaintiff and the insured had been 
friends for abcut ten years prior to his 
death, and that he was deeply in love with 
her, and had for several years called on 
her two or three times a week. 

Yarly in their acquaintance he had asked 
her to become his wife, but she had re- 
fvsed to make a positive engagement, prom- 
ising. however, that she would r:arry him 
provided she found it possible to love him 
as a woman should icve the man she i» 
about to marry.

CHARLES T. YERKES HERE. 


Tells of His Rapid Transit Work in Lon- 
don—Glad Tammany Won, Because 
His Taxes Were Raised. 


Charles T. Yerkes, the promoter of rapid 
transit in several of the great cities, ar- 
rived here yesterday on the steamship 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. on his annual visit to 
this country. He said that he was spending 
all his time in building the London wuh- 
derground road, and that he had little t@ne 
to give to the affairs of Chicago. 

Mr. Yerkes was askedAf he contemplated 
construct:ng any more roads than those in 
which he is now interested. 

“No,” he .replied, ‘“‘we have enough 
money and are satisfied to carry out what 
we have started. The work in London is 
well under way, and about one-half of it, 
the part from Baker Street to Waterioo, 
will be fimghed in about one year. The 
rest will be completed within five years.” 

“Have you made any changes in your 
system s‘nce the Paris disaster?’’ he was 
asked. 

“We have none to make,’’ was the ans- 
wer. ‘ The Parisians have been to us since 
that accident, and have taken a few points 
Everything in our system is non- 


chance for such an accident occurring in 


our system as occurred in Paris.’’ 

“It has been reported that you were hav- 
ing.a hard time in making the Common 
Council understand the strength of the ma- 
terials used in your subway, and that they 
were pressing you all the time in making 
you live up to the letter of the law, for 
he 
was told. 

“The Common Council knows absolutely 
nothing about such matters,"’ he said, ‘‘ the 
whole thing is left to the engineers of the 
Government. So far we have agreed in all 
respects, I like to werk with the English 
engineer. He is not self opinionated, and 
you can tell him something about his own 
business, and he will thank you. American 
engineers make believe that they know it 
all, but one finds out that they know 
nothing before they begin. 

“T see,"’ he went on, “‘ that Tammany is 
back in power, or soon will be. Il am a Re- 
publican, but I am glad to see them back.

LOSE CELLAR EXCAVATAON SUIT 


Motion to enjoin having been denied by 
Justice Clarke, in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, R. M. Haan may proceed with 
work on the cellar at 10 East Fifty-fifth 
Street, where he says he intends to erect a 
five-story dwelling for his own occupancy. 

This lot, which is part of a larger plot, 
formerly the site of Joseph Pulitzer's resi- 
dence, adjoins the new’ Hotel St. Regis, 
which Col, John Jacob Astor is building 


for Mr. Haan as lessee. When Mr, Pulit- 
zer’s plot came into the market several 
neighboring owners, among whom were 
John R. Drexel, Dr. Robert F. Weir, and 
John J. Redmond, fearing some objection- 
able improvement, bought the property, re- 
stricted it to private dwellings for a period 
of twenty-rive years, and resold it to a 
firm of builders.. The builders put up a 
handsome dwelling on part 6f the plot and 
resold the westerly Mialf of it, next to the 
St. Regis, to Mr. Haan. . 

Everything was peaceful until Mr. Haan 
began to dig and blast for the cellar of his 
proposed house. As the excayation went 
down and down, the neighboring. owners 
grew more and mofe apprehensive, until 
finally, when a depth of thirty-nine feet 
had been attained, they applied to the 
court, on the ground that circumstances 
seemed to indicate that it was the ultimate 
intention of Col. Astor and Mr. Haan to 
build an addition to the St. Regis on the lot. 
Justice Clarke said that the contention of 
the plaintiffs was, if not forceful, at least 
original. ‘‘I find no _ restriction in the 
covenant,’ he said, ‘‘in common law, in 
equity, or in good morals as to the depth 
of the cellar for the one-family private 
house. The owner may go down five or 
fifty feet, provided that during the time 
specified in the restriction he erects and 
maintains only a dwelling house for one 
family. I deny the application.” 

The cellar objected to, according to the 
plans of the architect, is to -have a base- 
ment, mezzanine floor, and a sub-basement. 


GOING ABROAD DESPITE FATHER 


The troubles of Josiah J. White of 136 
Columbia Heights, Brooklyn, and his nine- 
teen-year-old son, Frederick Hall White, 
were revived in the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday, when the son obtained from 
Justice Wilmot M.; Smith an order permit- 
ting him to go to Germany to study foreign 
languages instead of to Harvard, as desired 
by his father. Young White inherited a 
large fortune from his mother, Eliza Trow- 
bridge White. 

The young man said that he wished to re- 
side abroad for the present because of the 


‘injudicious interference” of his father, 
who * persisted in arbitrarily laying out a 
course of study ’”’ for him.

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BEAUTY SHOW OF FLOWERS 


Thousands of Chrysanthemums 
Furnish a Feast of Color. 


Their Blossoms, Ranging from Tiny to 
Gigantic, Vie with the Splendor of 
Roses, Orchids, and Begonias. 


Experts said yesterday that there has 
never been a finer exhibition of chrysan- 
themums seen in New York than that of 
the American Institute and Chrysanthe- 
mum Socfety of America, which opened its 
doors in the Herald Square Exhibition Hall, 
Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth Streets, on 
Broadway, at 3 o'clock, to continue to-day 
and to-morrow: from 10 A. M. to 10 P. M. 
There are 5,000 beautiful cut blossoms 
ranging in size from the small inch blos- 
soms that grow in clusters to the mammoth 
flowers that grow a single Bloom on a 
plant,, without mentioning the growing 
plants, bringing the number of the blos- 
soms up into the thousands. 

Never has the institute or society ex- 
hibited flowers under as satisfactory condi- 
tions. The hall is long with a big arched 
roof of glass, and the florist members of 
the organizations closed in the part of the 
hall directly under the big arch with palms 
and evergreens, the soft walls of green 
making a beautiful setting for the brill- 
ianey of the flowers. Another new feat 
ure was the covering with green of the 
platforms upon which the plants and flow- 
ers are placed in the centre of the hall, 
giving the effect of a smooth green lawn 
The big blossoms in big jardinieres and tall 
tubs occupy the places of honbr upon two 
large platforms filling the greater part 
of the floor space, with broad passageway. 
on every side, making it possible to pass 
entirely around them. At previous exhi 
bitions there has been an undue prepon- 
derance of yellow, but this year there is a 
greater variety, though the beautiful yellow 
blossoms are still to be found in greatest 
number. In some of the tall tubs are fifty 
of the enormous blossoms, and the Timothy 
Eaton, the white chrysanthemum, eighteen 
inches in diameter, which has yet to find its 
superior in size, was in a prominent posi- 
tion. 

An exquisite new blossom which at- 
tracted attention and won first prize is a 
chrysanthemum of the close Chinese type 
and of a delicate lavender hue. In the tall 
tubs these blossoms stand five feet high 
with strong woody stalks and wonderfully 
large, strong, and deep colored leaves. This 
is an exhibition of D» Willis James, Will- 
iam Duckham, gardener, Madison, N. J. 

In the centre of one side of the hall is an 
interesting chrysanthemum, or Chu-San 
daisy, as it is called, said to be on exhibi- 
tion for the first time in this country. It 
is the chrysanthemum indicum of the bot- 
anists, the original plant from which ak 
the big blossoms and the plant, as it is now 
cultivated have come. ‘It is a native of 
China, and this particular plant has 10,000 
tiny blossoms, little more than half an incn 
in dlameter. It is the property of H. McK, 
Twombly. 

Another interesting feature of the exhibi- 
tion is a collection of twenty-five varieties 
of chrysanthemums which arrived for this 
occasion upon the Campania last Satur- 
dsy from England, and have been in cold 
storage since. To the layman the collection 
does not possess unusual attractions ex- 
cept as English flowers. The flower ex- 
perts, however, know that there are many 
varieties that are not to be found in this 
country. The English cultivation of the 
flower is quite different from that on this 
side of the water. 

The great aim of the English gardener 
and florist is to obtain variety. and where 
in this country an exhibitor Is Coligated 
to send a collection of fifty magnificent 
blossoms all of the same kind, the English 
flcrist will send as many varieties as pos- 
sible, The American has always in view 
the flower which will be in demand in the 
cut-flower market, a flower which will 
muck and keep without bruising, while the 
Snglishman gives this little thought. The 
zsreater part of the large business done in 
“ngiand is in the growing plants, a tend- 
ency that all florists say is constantly in- 
creasing here. 

Around the sides of the hall,, as it is 
shut in by its green walls, on shelves are 
the smaller chrysanthemums, with some 
o2 the larger blossoms with the shorter 
stems; carnations, orchids, an exhibition 
showing a beautiful collection of blooms; a 
few violets, and a few roses. Among the 
latter are two brand-new flowers. One of 
these is a hybrid tea rose of an exquisite 
delicate sage and a slight fragrance like 
that of the tea rose. It is a large-petaled 
blossom, something the color of the Bar- 
oness Kothschild, a purer pink than the 
Bridesmaid rose. The plant grows a long, 
strong stalk, sometimes gix feet in length, 
and, as the professionals say, makes as 
much wood as the American Beauty. This 
rose is shown by John Breitmeyer's Sons, 
Detroit, Mich., who are offering $100 in 
gold to any one who will find a suitable 
name for the new beauty before the Ist 
of December. The other new seedling is 
General MacArthur, a broad, short-petaled 
ral rose, having a delicious damask-rose 
fragrance. 

The American Beauty and Bridesmaid, 
two of the roses best known to the general 
public, are on exhibition. There is, too, a 
fine collection of begonias, a number of 
ferns and variegated plants, some of the 
quaint conceits in growing box—a chair, 
poultry of different kinds, and other odd 
shapes. A quantity of tiny cacti in minia- 
ture jardinieres and small pots is also 
shown. 


CIVIL SERVICE RULES HEARING. 


Method of Rerating Candidates After 
Appeal Objected To by Civil Serv- 
ice Reform Association. 


Mayor low gave a hearing yesterday in 
the Mayor's office on the revision of the 
rules of the Civil Service Commission, as 
adopted by that body on Oct. 26. The pub- 
lic hearing was at the request of the Civil 
Service Reform Association, because that 
body hed some criticism cf provisions of 
the new rules. The rules differ in few re- 
spects, however, from these regvlations 
which have been in effect since the White 
Civil Service act became operative. 

J. Warren Greene of the association pre- 
sented the objections of his organization, 
they being entirely technical and with a 
desire to simplify the regulations as drawn. 
The principal objection was to the method 
of rerating candidates for positions who 
cbtain such a rerating on appeal. The op- 
portunity for appeal nas heen and still is 
encouraged by the Reform. Association, 
which thinks that the new rules in this re- 
spect will have a tendency to discourage 
appeals in the future, and that under the 
revised ruleS the papers on an appeal must 
be referred to the exuminers, py whom 
they criginally were marked, and who huve 
in mind the standard by which all original 
papers were rated. The association wishes 
a return to the old system of having the 
commission pass on those papers concern- 
ing which aun appeal is granted.

JEWISH SEMINARY PLANS. 


Series of Free Lectures and Awards of 
Prizes Announced — Preparatory 
School May Be Established. 


A course of lectures to be given by distin- 
guished American Jewish scholars has just 
been announced by the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, which entered re- 
cently upon its second term under the Pres- 
idency of Prof. Solomon Schechter of Cam- 
bridge, England. The series will be held in 
the assembly hall of the seminary's new 
building on Thursday evenings, beginning 
on Dec, 3, and continuing up to about the 
middle of March of next year, and will be 
free to the public. 

At the regular quarterly meeting of the 
Board of Directors, held a few days ago, 
Prof. Schechter reported that he had en- 
gaged the services of Dr. Israel Friedlaen- 
der as Professor of Biblical Exegesig and 
Dr. Alexander Marx as Professor of His- 
tory and Chief Librarian. These appoint- 
ments were made this Summer, and Dr. 
Schechter went abroad for this purpose. 
Prof. Schechter further announced that the 
scholarship which was established last year

serving student of the senior class, .

Prof. Schechter proposed to establish a 
special. course in the seminary for the 
training of Jewish teachers, and t was 
approved by the board. If possible, the 
course will be inaugurated the present 
Autumn or Winter. It was also decided to 
take into consideration the establishment 
of a preparatory school, and ‘a special com- 
mittee from among the Directors of the 
comnery was appointed with this end in 
view. 

The Alumni Association, now numbering 
twenty-four members, and all ministers in 
various Jewish congregations throughout 
the country, offered to establish a prize of 
$20 annually, to be awarded to a student of 
the seminary, and it was decided to invite 
the alumni to meet in New York at the 
seminary building at the time of gradua- 
tion next June. 

Mr. Louis Marshal], the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, reported that the 
sale of the building formerly occupied. by 
the seminary at 736 Lexington Avenue, had 
been consummated. 


NO PORT CHESTER ACTION. 


Aldermen Refer Mayor's Letter on Fran- 
chise to Committee—Clash Over 
Bridge Celebration Appropriation. 


Two meetings of the Board of Aldermen 
were held yesterday, the first being as the 
Bourd of County Canvassers at noon, while 
the second was the regular Tuesday meet- 
ingg and was held at 1 o’clock. The Board 
of Cunvassers, which will canvass the votes 
cast at Tuesday’s election, elected Alder- 
man Doull as Chairman, and then ad- 
journed until this morning at 10 o’clock, 
when the canvass of the vote will be 
started. 

At the regular session of the board a let- 
ter was received from Mayor Low urging 
the Aldermen to take favorable action on 
the application of the New York and Port 
Chester Railroad Company for a franchise, 
the question which the board has dodged 
for three successive weeks. The letter was 
reierred to the Railroad8’ Committee. Sev- 
eral appropriations were passed, including 
#1.000,000 for the benefit of the small parks, 
so that the force of workmen now engaged 
under the Park Board will not have to be 
laid off. Of the total appropriation, $500,- 
00O will be at the disposal of Commissioner 
Willcox for Manhattan, $250,000 for Com- 
missioner Young of Brooklyn, and $250,000 
for Commissioner Eustis of the Bronx. 

An appropriation of $280,000 for improve- 
ments on the allied hospitals was passed, 
as were two appropriations, one of $40,000 
to the Borough of Richmond and one of 
$50,000 for the Borough of Queens, for the 
use of the Borough Presidents tg repair 
damages to public property, caused by the 
recent big rainstorms. 

Some amusement was caused by Alder- 
man John T. McCall's motion for an appro- 
priation of $4,000 to repair damages to 
“the Seth Low,” the said ‘“ Seth Low” 
being the fireboat. The appropriation was 
granted, 

There was a clash over the appropriation 
for the celebration over the opening of the 
Williamsburg Bridge. Alderman McCall 
offered a resolution appropriating $10,000 
to meet the expenses of the committee for 
the ceremony, but Alderman Downing of 
Brooklyn and some others desired the ap- 
propriation raised to $15,000. It was ex- 
plained that Mayor Low was opposed per- 
sonally to having more than $5,000 appro- 
priated, but that he finally had consented 
to $10,000, at the request of Alderman Mc- 
Call Some of the Aldermen showed a 
disposition to fight for a larger appropria- 
tion, but it was found that only sixty 
members of the board were present, where- 
as sixty-four votes were necessary for 
passage, so the matter was made a special 
order for next Tuesday. Alderman Down- 
ing declared that each Alderman must have 
ten tickets to the celebration to provide 
for his district leader. 


PORT CHESTER ROAD WINS. 


Court of Appeals Sustains Certificate 
Granted by Railroad Commission. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 10.—The Court of 
Appeals sustained the State Railroad Com- 
mission in its grantal of the certificate of 
public convenience under Section 59 of the 
railroad law to the New York and Port 
Chester Railway Company. The case is a 
proceeding in certiorari brought by the New 
York City and Westchester Railroad against 
the Railroad Commission. The Port Ches- 
ter Road thus wins in all courts. 


By sustaining the action -of the State 
Railroad Commission in granting the certi- 
ficate of public convenience under Section 
59 of the railroad law to the New York and 
Port Chester Railway Company the Court 
of Appeals decides firally that the original 
charter of the Port Chester Company is 
valid. The plaintiff in the action brought 
to upset the Railroad Commission's dictum 
was the NeW York City and Westchester 
Railroad, one of the subsidiary corporations 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany. It was claimed that the commission 
iad no right to grant the charter, in which, 
it was urged, there were certain errors or 
informalities that made it void. 

Having won in the courts and established 
itself from a legal standpoint, the Port 
Chester Company stilB faces the hostile 
Board of Aldermen, in the hands of whose 
Railroad Cammittee the company’s appli- 
cation has been buried for weeks. 


MISSION YACHT DEDICATED. 


Bishop Potter Presides at Service oh the 
Sentinel, Which Is to Look After the 
Welfare of Seamen. 


Hereafter there will ply about the plers 
and wharves on the Bast and North Riv- 
ers and in the bay a little steam yacht 
called the Sentinel, which under the au- 
spices of the Protestant Episcopal Mssion- 
ary Society for Seamen will in addition to 
ministering to the spiritual welfare of sea- 
men, act as a sert of watchdog, seeking to 
prevent shanghaing, the discomfort which 
sailors now suffer by being taken In small 
boats when ill to ambulances on the shore, 
and protecting them also from land sharks, 
crimps, boarding house runners, and the 
like. it will alse aid in bringing about 
more farewell rcligious services than are 
now held on ships starting out on long voy- 
ages. 

The Sentinel was dedicated to this serv- 
ice yesterday afterncon by Bishop Potter. 
About 500 persons gathered at the end of 
Pier 1, East River, in the afternoon to wit- 
ness the ceremony and to wish the littie 
craft godspeed. The service was brict. 
The group of clergymen and spectators 
stood with uncovered heads on the ves- 
sel's deck and on the pier as the Bishop 
dedicated the boat ‘“‘to the gloty of God 
and His service among seamen of all na- 
tions."’ He added a tew words, saying that 
this Nation had a greater duty to perforin 
than extending its commerce to foreign 
lands: thut it was its duty. also to extend 
its religion as well, and that he saw no 
better way of doing this than by making 
every mariner who sails to foreign lands 
a messenger of Christian peace. Other 
clergymen who took ,part in the service 
were the Rev, Dr. Parker Morgan, the 
Rev. W. T. Crocker, and Chaplains Mans- 
field, Duffield, and Gardner of the Mis- 
sion. 

The boat is attached to the floating mis- 
sion at the foot of Pike Street, and will 
make four trips around the harbor each 
week, distributing tracts and inviting seu- 
men to attend the Mission. It .will be in 
charge of A. R. Mansfield, who will act as 
Chaplain. It will make special trips on 
Sunuay afternoons, gathering sailors on 
boats lying along the rivers and in the bay 
ard pee | them to the Mission for sup- 
per and religious service afterward. 


TOOK BLAME, BUT GOT VERDICT. 


Trolley Victim Absolved Company from 
Responsibility on Misrepresentation. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Peter 
Massoth, a resident of New Rochelle and 
plaintiff in an action brought against the 
Westchester Electric Railway Company for 
damages, had signed a statement which 
absolved the company from blame, a jury 
in the City Court yesterday awarded $500 
damages to him. 

Mr. Massoth was injured by the sudden 
starting of a car on Feb. 8, 1902. Imme- 
diately after the accident he signed a state- 
ment submitted to him by an agent of the 


company, which represented that he (Mas- 
soth) alone was at fault. A witness signed 
a similar statement. These were intro- 
duced in evidence by the company, but evi- 
dence was presented to show that the agent 
had misrepresented the contents of the 
papers. Mr. Massoth was represented by 
Alfred and Charles Steckler.

URGES STATEN ISLAND PARK. 





Park Commissioner Willcox said yester- 
day that he would go before the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment on Friday and 
seek an appropriation of $1,500,000 for the 
establishment of a great park on the south- 
ern end of Staten Island, reaching from the 
hills to the shore and comprising some 
4,000 acres, or four times the size of Cer- 
tral Park. 

The Commissioner says that this park has 
long been in prospect, but that now the 
property can be secured for the compara- 
tively small sum of $1,500,000, and should 
be taken up at once by the city, then im- 
proved for park purposcs as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

* Owing to the rapid grcewth of the city,” 
snid the Commissionér, ‘there will be a 
woeful lack of room in a short time, and 
park lands will be at a premium. with 
scarcely any place for the playing of bas-- 
hall, football, and other games. Because of 
this, I wish the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment to authorize the purchase of 
this land at once.” 


LEGAL NOTES. 
” 

Ricut ,tTO COMPEL A REPLY TO ANSWER.— 
Among the defenses to an action to recover 
the possession of real~property, brought in 
the Supreme Court by Joseph Trimble 
against one Russell, were the following: 
“That the plaintiff has not legal capacity 
to sue for the reason that he is a minor; 
and, further, that before the commence- 
ment of this action the plaintiff became 
seized of the equity of redemption in the 
premises, subject to a certain mortgage 
which was foreclosed; that Joseph Trimble 
(the name of the plaintiff herein) was a 
defendant in the foreclosure, and that the 
defendants in this action purchased the 
property at the foreclosure sale.'’ A mo- 
tion to compel the plaintiff to reply to 
these answers has been granted by Justice 
Clarke. Such a motion, he said, is ad- 
dressed to the discretion of the court, and 
should be allowed to prevent surprise and 
promote the interests of justice. Continu- 
ing, Justice Clarke said in part: ‘‘In Wat- 
son vs. Phyfe, (20 W. D., 372,) the action 
was to recover possession of real property. 
The answer set forth that the deceased 
owner, from whom plaintiff, as heir, 
claimed to have derived title, had executed 
a will by which he disposed of the property 


in controversy in such a way as to de- 
prive the plaintiff of any title to it. The 
court held the case a proper one in which 
to direct a reply, stating: ‘ That the intel- 
ligent trial of tne action required that the 
defendants should be informed whether the 
plaintiff denied the execution of the will 
and codicil or the validity of the proceed- 
ings by which probate of Me ap was accord- 
ed, or — to avoid the fect in some 
other manner. That without a reply the 
defendants would be feft to conjecture upon 
what possible ground the plaintiff. might 
expect to succeed, and might very well be 
su jected to surprise entitling them to 
avoid a determination of the action which 
the facts of the case would require-to be 
otherwise disposed of.’ ..And.Mr. Justice 
Parker, in Mercantile Nat. nk vs. Corn 
Exch. Bank, (73 Hun,, 78,)'at Page 80, savs
